There was much 
other patrolling activity on both 
sides, but there were no incidents 
except the fire directed from the 
German front Hnes on an American 
patrol. 

“There was more German artillery 
fire than usual. Considerable cir- 
culation was noted in the Torcy re- 


gion. 

“In the Chateau Thierry region 
from July 9 to 10, the German ar- 
tillery was more than usually ac- 
tive and his artillery nervously alert. 
His batteries were active in counter- 
battery fire, and in harassing fire 
on our positions in the front and 
rear. There was short concentra- 
tion during the evening in the Voie 
du Chatel region. Some gas was 
used. There was continued inter- 
mittent rifle and machine gun fire 
on our positions in the Vaux area. 
German airplane and balloon ac- 
tivity was moderate. Patrols on 
both sides were active, without par- 
ticular incident. 

“Along the Marne, July $ to 16, the 
activity of our artillery was the 
only feature of interest. We 
shelled the enemy postions heavily, 
drawing only feeble response from 
his batteries. German hand gren- 
ades thrown from the north bank 
fell into the river. A moderate 
number of German air patrols and 
a large number of German balloons 
were used in observation. An am- 
munition dump near Jaulgonne was 
exploded by our artillery. 

LORRAINE SECTOR. 

“In Lorraine, July 8 to 9%, the 
enemy showed no particular ac- 
tivity except In machine gun fire. 
His artillery fire was light. His air- 
planes and balloons were constantly 
in observation. Our anti-aircraft 
was successful in driving back his 
eirplanes. Our reconnaissance pa- 
trols operated successfully. 

“The Munster sector was very quiet 
on July 9. There was no fire from 
the enemy’s artillery. We drove off 
four of the enemy’s planes. Our 
patrols were active. , 

“In the Woerve, July 7 to 8, con- 
ditions remained normal. An Amerit- 
can patrol bombed a German out- 
post during the nicht. 

“In the Thann sector, July 9, there 
was no unusual occurrence except 
an increase in the German machine 
gun and rifle fire.

PARIS, July 13.—In epite of the 
German violation of her neutrality 
and regardless of the many arrests 
of her citizens for expressing sym-« 
pathy for the Allies, the Duchy of 
Luxembourg is now openly taking 
a keen interest in the coming par- 
Hiamentary elections, because of 
their possible bearing on the Ger- 
man plans after the wir. 

The next Luxembourg Parliament 
must organize on September 14. 
Elections of its fifty-three members 
will occurr probably next month. 
Candidates will be voted for or 
against, according to their attitude 
toward the proposed new consti- 
tution. 

The two essentia] provisions of 
the constitution, or new organic 
law of the duchy, which the liberal 
clement are determined to have, are 
universal suffrage and the placing 
of the treaty-making power in tne 
hands of the people's representa- 
tives. As it is now the suffrage is 
limited to property taxpayers. That 
qualification is done away with. 
Still more important, from the in- 
ternational viewpoint, is the plan to 
give treaty-ratifying power to the 
Parliament. 

At present the Grand Duchess has 
complete power to make treaties 
without any restraint whatever. She 
is pro-German by sympathy and 
blood, and Luxembourg has suffered 
in commercial and industrial rela- 
|tions with other states because of 
ite ruler’s German affiliations and 
tendencies. The desire of the peo- 
ple is to be in a position after the 
war to cut loose from Germany, 
which has always imposed upon her 
the bad end of economic. bargains, 
and to become a close economic ally 
of France. The first fight to bring 
that about will be the elections this 
summer.

SUCCESSFUL WEEK. 


For the British airmen the week 
has been not specially dramatic, but 
remarkably successful. For exam- 
ple, fourteen separate raids have 
been made by British airmen isto 
German territory. In each case the 
objectives chosen have been of vital 
military importance, such as fac- 
tories, sidings and railway work- 
shops at Saarbrucken, the railway 
triangle and the Metz junction at 
Luxemburg and the munition far- 
tories at Coblenz. Even if German 


concerning the rapidly waning im- 
munity of German towns, military 
necessity alone would demand that 
objectives like these should be adé- 
quately defended against aerial at- 


tack. 

It is known that formidable 
squadrons have been detalled for 
this purpose, yet from thirteen of 
these fourteen raids the British for- 
mations returned without the loss 
of a single machine. In the other 
raid two British machines were re- 
ported missing while four German 
aircraft: had been shot down or 
driven down out of control. 
from the moral effect of these con- 
stant attacks upon Germany the 
fact should not be overlooked that 
they have a direct and rapidly 
growing effect upon the German 
power of defense and maneuver 
against the French sectors of the 
front. 


WRECK BIG PLANTS. 

The raided area between Mann- 

heim and the Swiss frontier con- 
tains in addition to its vast network 
of strategic railways a very consid- 
erable number of munition fac- 
toties. These factories have had 
their full share of attention fron, 
the British raiders, but hardly less 
serious from the German point of 
view is the damage inflicted with its 
consequent dislocation of war traffic 
upon railway connections on which 
the immense German transport 
from the Rhine to the western front 
depends. 
. On this potnt the evidence of cap- 
tured documents and the voluntary 
testimony of prisoners, repatriaterc 
civillana, etc., is highly instructive. 
All go to show that not only is the 
great and ever-increasing amount 
of German energy, trained man 
power and war material being di!- 
verted to the defense of the Rhine 
towns, but the interrupted war work 
caused by the raids is becoming tfn- 
creasingly a serious problem for the 
German authorities. 

The progressive nature of this 
branch of British aerial activity is 
indicated by the fact that from the 
beginning of the year down to the 
end of June British airmen dropped 
153 tons of bombs over Germany. 


the month’s work was established 
at a total of just over forty-eight 
tons, 

In June the weight of bomb« 
dropped over Germany was sixty 
one and one-fourth tons. On the 
western front itself and in the op- 
erations against the German-: naval 
bases in Belgium, British airmen 
have successfully maintained their 
ascendancy against the strong re- 
sistance of the enemy. During the 
past week British squadrons 
dropped nearly 150 tons of bombs 
upon enemy positions while carry- 
ing on the vast work of observation 
and photographic reconnaissance 
throughout the battle area in the 
course of offensive patrols and in 
the protection of the reconnaissance 
machines far behind the enemy's 
lines. British airmen have destroyed 


fifty-two German machines and 
driven down thirty-seven out of 
control Against the total of 


elghty-nine machines thus account- 
ed for, only séventeen British ma- 
chines are reported missing. 

Another notable feature of the 
week’s fighting has been continued 
reluctance of German airmen to 
face British pilots upon anything 
like terms of numerical equality. 
They have shown distinctly more 
combatant activity this week, but 
only when possessed of powerful 
advantage in point of numbers. 

This is strikingly illustrated by 
the experietice of three British sea- 
Planes engaged in offensive opera- 
tions on the Belgian coast. They 
were vigorously attacked by a for- 
mation of seven hostile machines in 
a prolonged fight lasting for prac- 
tically an hour. Two of the enemy 
aircraft were sent down and de- 
stroyed. All the British machines 
although damaged, returned safely 
to their bases. 

During one of the raids on a 
German naval works on the Bel- 
gian coast British airmen were 
fiercely attacked by no fewer thar 
sixteen hostile machines. Three of 
these were shot down, two in 
flames and three driven down out of 
control. All of the British ma- 
chines returned safely.

The assault began early in the 
morning and lasted three hours, The 
Frenchmen advanced at some places 
to a depth of 2000 yards along a 
front extending for nearly five miles.

All these positions 
were taken despite the most deter- 
mined opposition of the enemy, 

The feat of the French troops was 
all the more remarkable as between 
the two extreme ints of the oper- 
ation—Senecat ocd and  Arhier- 
cour Wood—the ground is broken 
by hills and deep ravines from which 
the enemy had good shelter and was 
able to concentrate his- forces with- 
out being seen. 

Nothing, however, daunted the 
French infantrymen and they car- 
ried the positions with courage and 
dash which tcok them considerably 
beyond their objectives. 

The Germans suffered heavily in 
dead and wounded in addition to 
prisoners, while material and ma- 
chine guns were captured in con- 
siderable quantities. The advance 
has given the French good observa- 
tion posts from which they can see 
very movement of the enemy along 
he main road and in Moreuil and 
Mailly-Raineval, a region which was 
the scene cf the severest fighting in 
March and April. 


SCHOOLS FOR NURSES | 
PLANNED FOR COAST. 


WAR DEPARTMENT TO SPEED 
TRAINING OF MERCY WORK- 
ERS FOR ARMY: 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SACRAME , duly 13.—To aid 
in the work Sf speeding up the 
training of Red Cross nurses for 
military duty in the war zone, the 
War Department, through the 
surgeon-general'’s office, is about to 
establish several training schools for 
women, at least two of which are to 
be located on the Pacific Coast. 
This information was today made 
known by Anne M. Jamme, director 
of the Bureau cf Registration of 
Nurses, who has been appointed to 
the position of inspecting nurse un- 
der the surgeon-general, and a part 
of her duties will be in connection 
with the new schools. 

The State Board of Health has 
granted Miss Jamme an indefinite 
leave of absence to permit her to 
accept the Federal appointment. 
The civilian hcspitals, private and 
public, are physically unable to train 
all the Red Cross nurses needed. 
Miss Jamme stated, and the estab- 
lishing of schools will help to over- 
come this obstacle. She will be- 
gin her inspection work Aug. 1. | 
Through the Bureau of Registra- 
tion of Nurses of the Board of 
Health a total cf 216 Red Cross 
nurses have qualified as a result of 
the quarterly examination conducted 
June 18 and 20. This list, which 
was the largest to receive the “R. 
N.” in the history of the bureau, 
resulted from the class of 255 appli- 
cants. 

A large number of these nurses

LINE OF ADVANCE. 

. The line of advance was the 
Voyusa River, which, after 
many windings reached the 
Adriatic Sea about fourteen 
miles north of Aviona, the great 
Italian base for the entire 
Albanian campaign. Still an- 
other line was the highway from 
Tepelen to Berat which, for 
some distance north of Berat is 
an excellent metalled road after 
which it breaks up into a num- 
ber of minor roads which gen- 
erally follow the valley of the 
Semeni River to the sea.

This 
was especially notable in the 
capture of Fieri. In this coastal 
advance, the Italians quickly 
moved forward for the fourteen 
miles which separated Avilona 
from the mouth of the Voyusa 
River and reached the lower 
stretches of this stream. Here 
the British monitors entered the 
river and with this assistance 
the Itallans crossed the river 
and fought their way  north- 
ward towards the bend in, the 


CENTER EXPOSED. 


This advance exposed the 
Austrian center to a flank at- 
tack so that but little pressure 
was required to start a retreat 
here also, the Austrians moving 
back toward their base at 
Berat. The Italians, however, 
had no intention of permitting 
the Austrians to remain in pos- 
session of this city. ,Therefore 
pressing from the west they 
seized the heights south and 
west of the approaches to Berat 
before the Austrian retreat had 
gotten well under way. When 
the Austrians came up the high- 
way from Tepelen, they found 
the western heights already in 
Italian hands and their position 
all but turned. 

Their possession of this base 
was therefore short lived. The 
Italians from the heights on 
both sides of the city reached 
most effectively all of its ap- 
proaches and forced the Aus- 
trians to retire, leaving it in 
Italian hands. This is the most 
important if not the only large 
base the Austrians have in the 
entire territory. Their loss in 
men was not heavy because 
there were not a great many on 
the front. But in guns and 
equipment and supplies their 
loss has undoubtedly been great. 
The end of the retreat is not yet 
in sight, if we may judge from 
present indications. 

THE WEST FRONT. 


There have been on the front 
in France many small attacks 
by the French, attacks which a 
year ago would have been con- 
sidered as having been launched 
on a large scale. Along the 
Retz Forest, which forest is the 
great belt of woods east of 
Villers-Cotterets, the French 
have been most active, throw- 
ing the Germans out of the small

President Wil- 
fon is known to believe that Ger- 
many is bent on gaining ccntrol of 
Russia and would willingly give up 
everything on the Western front to 
accomplish that purpose.

“During this period, 1094 of 
our machines were missing; 
ninety-two of these were 
working with the navy. ; 

“On the Italian front from 
April to June, 1918, the Brit- 
ish destroyed 165 hostile ma- 
chines and drove down six out 
of control. Thirteen of ours 
were missing. 

“On the Saloniki front be- 
tween January and June 21 
hostile machines were de- 
stroyed and thirteen were 
driven down out of control. 

Four of ours were lost. 

“From March to June in 
Egypt and Palestine, twenty- 
six hostile airplanes were de- 
stroyed and fifteen were driven 
down out of control. Ten of 
ours were missing. 

“In all the theaters of the 
war the British air 
periority and strength pro- 
gressed rapidly and continu- 
ously.

LONDON, July 13.—The govern- 
ments of British dominions . will 
have a voice th determining the 
terms of peate, according to Mr. 
Lioyd George. The Prime Minis- 
ter made this statement in a spe 
at a dinner given in honor of the 
Canadian editors who are visiting 
England, at which Lor Beaver- 
brook was the host. 

“This is a war in which we en- 
gaged the empire,” said the Premier, 
“when we had no time to consult 
the dominions as to policy and it 
is perfectly true that the policy 
which we adopted to protect small 
nations in Europe was a policy em- 
barked upon without any consulta- 
tion with the dominions. But you 
approved it. Henceforth, you have 
the right to be consulted as to the 
policy beforehand, and this is the 
change which has been effected as 
a result of the war. 

"“The contributions which you 
have made to enforce these treaties 
have given you the undeniable right 
to voice in fashioning the policy 
which may commit you, and for that 
reason an imperial war Cabinet is 
a reality. 

VOICE IN PEACE. 

“Another point in which you must 
have a voice in ig the settlement of 
the conditions of peace. We have 
discussed war aims and the condi- 
tions under which we are prepared 
to make peace at the War Cabinet. 
We arrived at an agreement on the 
subject last year with the represen- 
tatives of the dominions, and we 
shall reconsider the same problems 
in the light of events which have 
occurred since—and we shall recon- 
sider the whole of these problems, I 
have no doubt, in the course of the 
next few weeks. 

“Canada and Australia and New 
Zealand, yes, and Newfoundland— 
they have all contributed § their 
share of sacrifice and they are en- 
titled to an equal voice with fttfe 
islands— 
will determine the conditions under 
which we are prepared to make 
peace. Uniess I am mistaken, we 
are pretty well in agreement upon 
them. 

“There must be no hugger-mugger 
peace. It must be a real peace. We 
are not waging war for the sake of 
killing or of ene killed, but for the 
sake of a Blishing a just ard 
durable peace for the world. You 
cannot make peace unless it is both 
just and likely to endure. 

SACRIFICES NOT IN VAIN. 


“We, in this country, who have 
lost hundreds of thousands and have 
had millions maimed and you in 
Canada, whose casualties have 
amounted to scores of thousands 
and Australita, who has also played 
her share in these things—we are 
not making thege sacrifices in order 
to establish @ fraud on this earth, 
and anything less than a real peace 
will be defr@uding not this genera- 
tion, hut the next generation—it will 
be defrauding humanity. 

“Germany has waged three wars, 
and each time she has added through 
those wars to her strength, to her 
power, to her guidance, to her in- 
fluence and each successive war she 
has waged has inevitably encouraged 
her on to the next. If she had had 
one check ree would not have had 
this war. f this war succeeds in 
adding one square yard to her ter- 
ritory, of adding one cubit te her 
stature, of adding a single iota to 
her strength, it will simply raise 
their idea of militarism for which 
the world is being sacrificed at the 
present moment. 

“The God of Brute ferce must 
this time forever be broken and 
burnt In its own furnace.”

It M atters not Whether Von Hindenburg 
. be Dead or Alive. 


HE death of Field Marghal Von 
T Hindenburg (assuming that 
the report of his death is true) 
will not very Striously affect the 
prowess of the German afmy. What- 
ever effect the everft has will be 
hey-ed upon the morale and spirit 
of the German ptople by whom Von 
Hindenburg was held in almost 
superstitious reverence. 

Ptrictly from a military stand- 
| point, his death will not detract in 
any very serious way from the abil- 
ity of the Central Powers to make 
war. 


IT have tWo reasons for this con- 
The reasons are interlock- 
ng 

Wer in the present day is waged 
upon a scale that takes it out of the 
personal influenee of any com- 
mander. In ages past, war con- 
sisted of two armies who advanced 
in parallel lines to meet one an- 
other and who finished it all in on®é

plexity of war making. In the pres- 
ent day, war consists not only of 
fighting but of an intricate use cf 
pelitics, diplomacy, even religion 
and anthropology. The main rea- 
son why the Aliles have not made 
better progress against the weak 
spet of the Central Powers in the 
Belkahs is their lack of understand- 
ing of the peculiarly entangled race 
eng of the mixed peoples in 
Serbia,. Rumania and Bulgaria. 


‘WAS NONESSENTIAL. 


Ven Hindenburg wes specialist 
on the topography of Bast Prussia. 
He brought to that campaign in 
1914-45 a special knowledge that un- 
doubtedly was of the highest value 
to the German Empire.

FOCH’S IDEA. 

Instead of battering his head 
against the strong fortified pesitions 
ef the German troops In the trenches 
on the west front in France, Gen. 
Foch is maneuvering to iop off 


Turkey, Bulgaria and Austria from. 


the Central Pow 
His line of reasoning has two 
strong roots. Not only are these 
three countries the weak spots of 
the Central Powers, but they con- 
stitute stepping stones of the 
Berlin-to-Bagdad world 
eam. Were they stripped away 
from Germany, it would be useless 
for Germany to keep on fighting for 
an empty purse. 
All of them are ready to quit. 
Turkey was bulldozed into the war 
which she never wanted. Bulgaria 


aiready has what she was striving 


for—the Dobrudjea—and has no 
further object for fighting. 

Austria is sick of the war and has 
been for a long time. Austria has 
kept on only ause she is more 
afraid of Germany and a rebellion 
of her people than she is of the Al- 


ties. Austria keeps her troops at 


the front simply because she is 
afraid to let them come home. That's 
the only regson.

In a general way it is the scheme 
the Allies have always had: to send 
an army up from Salioniki; cut the 
Berlin-to-Constantinople rmilroad, 
thus cutting off the Balkans and 
Turkey from Austria. The way in- 
to Austria through the southeastern 
back door would then be open to the 
Allies. 

The long delay in moving the 
Saloniki expedition made it possible 
for the Germans to heavily fortify 
tke route the troops at Saloniki 
weuld have to take as they went 
north. In order to avoid a severe 
and dangerous frontal attack against 
these fortifications, Gen. Foch has 
begun a campaign to cut in behind 
the fortifications and force a retire- 
ment of the Central Powers, at the 
same time giving the Saloniki ex- 
pedition freedom to begin its north- 
ward march. 


INTO RUSSIA. 

I have reason to believe that a 
areat military expedition will be sent 
into Russia via the Dardanélies 
when the psychological moment 
comes through the elimination of 
Turkey. 

An examination of the map wili 
make it clear to any one why this 
expedition must be undertaken. For 
the future safety of the world, it is 
abeolutely necessary that the Ger- 
mans must be cut off from any a@p- 
proach to India. 

If the Kaiser, at the close of the 
war, is left on the shores of the 
Black Sea, India would always be 
in danger of invasion through the 
Khyber Pass. And if India falls, the 
British Empire goes up in smoke. 

Our safety and the safety of the 
Pritish Empire are henceforth to be 
linked together. Bach of us is 
necessary to the existence of the oth- 
er. Therefore the future for America 
depends very largely upon a barrier 
being erected to keep the Germans 
away from all approach to India. 

It will be very interesting to see 
what movement the resourceful, ex- 
perienced German staff makes to 
counter this new world-wide cam- 
paign undertaken by Gen. Foch. 

The Kaiser all of a sudden finds 
himeelf heavily pressed upon in 
France, on the Piave in Italy, in 
Albania; with half a dozen prom- 
i#ing rebellions on his hands in Rus- 
sia and with a mysterious military 
rhovement developing on the part of 
the Japanese and Americans in 
Siberia 

THE MOST SERIOUS. 

The most serious feature of it for 
the Germans is that they suddeniy 
find themselves fighting on the out- 
side instead of the inside of a big 
circle. It is a very short route for 
Gon. Foch to get to Albania from the 
west front in France, but it isa long 
and difficult journey for the Kaiser. 

An interesting point in this new 
comparison of distances is that Gen. 
Foch has. for the first time, taken 
advantage of the enormous asset the 
Allies have in the control of the 
Mediterrean and Adriatic seas. 

Gen. Foch has a great opportunity 


to let the Kaiser try for the first 
time the old schoolboy game «f 
“Here they are; here they ain't.” 

When you really come down to it, 
the most serious difficulty of the 
Central Powers is an uncertainty as 
to what Foch really intends to do in 
Albania. If they let him alone, he 
will go charging through to the 
Beflin-Constantinople line and tear 
the Central Powers from their allies. 
If, on the other hand, the Germans 
shift a lot ef troops from the west 
front to protect Albania, Foch 
just as Iikely as not to suddenly 
shoot his soldiers back to France 
and go whooping through the Ger- 
mans on the west front. 

My own private opinion ts that 
this change of petty, backyard mili- 
tary tactics into world strategy will 
bring certain victory to the Allies in 
such a way as to permanently 
cripple Germany's world dreams.

CROWDED INTERURBAN TURNS

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.— 
Bight workers of the Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding Corporation and ad- 
jacent plants are dead and forty of 
their fellow workers and others in- 
jured, following the wreck of an 
interurban car on which they were 
riding to work, when it jumped a 
curve in the southern part of the 
city early today.

FIGURES QUESTIONED.. 


PROFITS; HOUSE SUSTAINS 
PRESIDENT. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Senator 
McCumber of North Dakota, Re- 
publican, speaking in the Senate, 
today, said the data given by the 
President in his veto message were 
erroneous. Taking the present esti- 
mate for the 1918 wheat crop at 
900,000,000 bushels, Senator Mc- 
Cumber sald an increase of 20 cents 
a bushel in the price would total 
$180,000,000 instead of the Presi- 
dent's estimate of $387,000,000. 

The increase per barrel of flour 
for which four and one-half bushels 
of wheat are required, he continued, 
amounts to only 90 cents, although 
the President asserted it would to- 
tal $2. Compared with the pro- 
posed increase in wheat prices, Sen- 
ator McCumber declared the recent 
report of the Federal Trade Com- 
Tnission showed millers’ profits last 
year were from 112 to 437 per cent. 
above their pre-war profits. 

“The wheat raiser is not asking 
favors.” said Senater McCumber. 
“He is asking for simple justice. 
He has never asked that you fix any 
price for his product. All he has 
asked is that the price of his prod- 
uct be allowed to adjust itself to 
the demand.” 

Senator McCumber said the cost 
of labor involved in raising wheat 
has increased from 200 to 400 per 
cent. within the last few years.

Close to Aid in Work of 
Restoration, Says Speaker. 


To the calendar of black deeds 
committed by Germany, another, 
greater than all, must be added, the 


cf the good faith 
necessary for the preservation of 
amicable relations among nations, 
deciared Dr. Charlies R. Brown, 
dean of the Yale School of Religion, 
in his address to students of the 
University of California Summer 
Session in the Los Angeles High 
Schcol, Thursday. 

“Why didn't Christianity prevent 
this war? Because there wasn't 
enough Christian spirit of the right 
sort on hand,” he added. 

Dr. Brown compared the war to 
surgery. It is bloody and cruel; 
but when the question is disease or 
life, surgery must be used as the 
best means to an end. Thig can 
only be accomplished by the stern 
sword of war, he said. 

“We have no desire to dictate 
government Germany shall 
have,” continued Dr. Brown, “so long 
as that government is kept for home 
consumption.” 

The humane work of the Red 
Cross was brought forcefully to 
mind by a Statement of the wealth 
and lives already given to the werk. 
The great moral uplift of our armies 
through the Young Men's Christian 
Association and the Knights of Co- 
lumbus proves that these organi- 
gations are working for internaticn- 
al good, maintained Dr. Brown. 

“Our country must be good enougn 
to compensate for the great sacri- 
fice of life, energy and resources 
in this war. We must prove that 
right is might,” concluded 
Brown. “We must be ready at the 
close cf the war to aid in the 
of world renewal.”

MEN CONVICTED OF PDAN TO

Nearly all of the 
nineteen canneries were represented 
and only three voted in favor of 
making the concession to the strik- 
ers. 

It is probable, however, that the 
strike may be settled by permittine 
the canners to make bonus pay- 
ments agreed upon prior to the time 
that the government assumed.duris- 
diction of price fixing last February. 
It is said that many of the fisher- 
men are willing to return to work 
under their old contracts, which 
were abrogated when the ,govern- 
ment increased the price from $80 
to $100 end deciared that the nus 
system must end.

The few white fishermen 
who have been out have been bring- 
ing in enormous catches. Only the 
shortage of bait prevented the can- 
neries from running to full capacity 
in spite of the strike. 

The albicore were biting so free- 
ly that fishermen had no trouble 
in getting all the fish the limited 
supply of bait would permit. This 
is the first time the albicore heve 
been biting freely and most of the 
boats yesterday brought in from 
three to four tons. Heretofore most 
of the fish caught so far this sea~- 
son have been the biue-fin tuna 
caught in purse seines. The bulk 
of the tuna pack is from albiccre 
caught on hand lines.

BEATS LOVE TO RUBES. 


APPY because of being re- 
turned to the San Diego Coun- 

ty Jail and her dear ““Mother” 
Chambers, the matron, Elsie Burns 


and her sister, Mra. Mae Smith, the 
two young girls convicted of- mis- 
use of the malls, are contentedly 
knitting on trench caps for the sol- 
diers. The two giris, who reaped 
a harvest in coins for a time by 
artiessly writing love letters to gul- 
lible farmers, who sent funds for 
railroad fares for them to go to 
marry them, have become expert 
knitters during the two months they 
were awaiting trial in the San 
Diego County Jail. Other things 
besides knitting were taught them 
| by the matron, so that by the time 
of their trial they were model 
prisoners instead of wayward giris 
who laughed at the farmers and 
scoffed at all prison rules. At first 
they covertly sneered at the “knit- 
ting school” of the jail, but soon 
became interested in trying to mas- 
ter the art and now each one can 
knit a trench cap in a day. 


When the two sisters were taken 
to Los Angeles for their trial before 
Judge Trippet, “Mother” Chambers 
wrote a letter telling of their good 
behavior and asked that they might 
be returned to tue jail for their 
sentence instead of being sent to 
McNeil’s Island.

It'll Cost You Sixteen Conts for 


the First Ounce and Must 
be Prepaid. 


Instructions that will be 
useful to all who want to send 
their mail by Uncle Sam’s air- 
Plane service were received 
by the local postal authorities 
yesterday from the Postmas- 
ter-General at Washington. 
They are as follows: 

Mail carried by airplane 
shall be charged with postage 
at the rate of 16 cents for the 
first ounce or fraction there- 
of, and 6 cents for each ad- 
ditional ounce or fraction 
thereof, of which 10 cents 
shall be for special-delivery 
service. Such mail shall con- 
sist of matter of the first class, 
including sealed parcels not 
exceeding thirty inches in 
length and girth combined.

Interest and the Small Borrower. 

LOS ANGELES, July 12—[{To the 
Editcr of The Times]: T have been 
much interested in articles regarding 
the loan shark evil and the bill pro- 
posed to be introduced at the next 
State Legislature by Senator Brown. 
I find that these arficles are all on 
one side of the question. The pop- 
ular idea seems to be to “swat the 
loan shark,” regardless of whether 
the bill propesed will remedy the 
evil or nct. I am convinced that the 
rate of interest provided by this bill 
is too low for all classes of loans, 
and that if we make the rate so 
low that it is not compensatory, it 
would compel,every honest man 
(and I think there are such men 
in the short-loan business) to em- 
ploy his capital in other lines, thus 
driving the smal] borrower into the 
hands of the most unprincipled loan 
sharks who, owing to the fact that 
the risk was greater, would charge 
a higher rate cf interest than now. 

I firmly believe that the best 
method to regulate interest rates is 
by competition and not by law. En- 
courage go00d men to go into the 
business of handling short time 
loans, organize companies to loan 
small sume for shcrt time, and more 
good will be accomplished for the 
small borrower than in any other 
way. 

There is no doubt that the rates 
charged by the loan sharks are ex- 
orbitant, but laws will not stop him, 
for there are men who will take any 
Chance to gain a high rate of in- 
terest. The greatest enemy of the 
loan shark and the only remedy for 
this evil is keen competition. if 
the parties who are working so earn- 
estly, and I believe conscientiously, 
to pass the proposed bill would de- 
vote their time and money toward 


organizing companies to make short, 


time loans, they weuld be a great 
benefit to the borrowers of small 
amounts. 

The regulation of Interest rates by 
law is, and always has been, a farce. 
The trouble lies in the fact that 
there are too many methods of evad- 
ing the law. Besides, if the rate 
provided by law is too low, you 
cannot compel the lender to loan 
money at a lower rate than the risk 
will justify. In States where the 
interest laws are most stringent, the 
small borrower pays a higher rate 
than he does in States. where there 
are no usury laws because the risk 
taken in making such loans is much 
greater and it is only the un- 
principled men who are willing to 
evade the law and loan money on 
short time. 

There may be some who believe 
that the rate propcsed by Senator 
Brown's bill is ample. Let us con- 
sider for example how it would af- 
fect the pawnbroker. @ pawn- 


‘broker usually deals th watches and 


jewelry, a8 well as making loans. If 
he buys a watch for $20 and has it 
in stock for ninety days, you would 
think his profit reasonable if he 
charged you $25 for the watch. Now 
there is just as much werk, over- 
head expense, and more risk in loan- 
ing on a. watch than there is in buy- 
ing and selling one, and yet the pro- 
posed bill would require him to loan 
$20 on a watch for a period of ninety 
days for 69 cents. Would he do it? 
That is a question. We certainly 
could not ccmpel him to do so. 
Another example:—If a mangbuys 
a bill of furniture and pays part 
cash, leaving a balance of $100, the 
furniture dealer will allow him to 
pay the balance due on his purchase 
in monthly installments within one 
year by adding 10 per cent. to the

PESTS IN VENTURA 
DAMAGE BEAN CROP. 


HORTICULTURAL AGENT BROCK 
INVESTIGATES, SAYS IT’S 


TEXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
OXNARD, July 13.—Investiga- 


tions by A. A. Brock, County Horti- 
cultural Commissioner, proved that 
the worm, at first called the cabbage 
worm, which is causing consterna- 


tion among bean growers of Ven- 
tura county is the corn ear worn, 
or Heliothis obsolete, before it at- 
tains its full growth. It resembles 
the cabbage worm. 

The worm eats into the polis of 
the limas, which are juicy and 
tender now, lling them. In the 
j larger polis eats through the 
beans. it alse eats the leaves, leay- 
ing only the veins. This does not 
cause as serious damage as its boring 
into the pods. The county horti- 
culturist spent the day in the bean 
fields around Camarillo, and found 
the worm in almost every field. 
Should it increase in numbers to any 
great extent it would threaten the 
entire lime bean crop of this 
vicinity. Blackeves will not be 
seriously damaged by it, according 
to Mr. Brock, as they are farther 
along. The only remedy advocated 
by him is spraying with arsenate 
of lead. This costs about $4 an acre, 
but is of doubtful valve at this time 
of year, as the plants are well de- 
veloped and the vines cover the 
ground, and a spraying machine 
would do much damace. Some 
ranchers in the Camarillo section 
are preparing to spray, however. 

The young worms are greenish In 
color, getting darker as they mature, 
the full grown ones being almost 
black. The pests were first noticed 
in the Santa Susana district, where 
they are eating the leaves in the 
blackeye flelds. 

The late rains, according to Mr. 
Brock, are responsible for the 
alarming spread of the corn err 
worm, which fs always present in 
this country. Ordinarily cultiva- 
tion at the usual time catches the 
worm in the larvae stage in the 
‘ground and crushes and kills it. 
This year cultivation was late and 
less thorough and the worms got a 
start. | 

Among the fields infected are the 
John Arnelil ranch, where they are 
preparing to try out spraying, the T. 
F. McLaughiin and Pat  Filynn 
ranches all near Camarillo. As yet 
the hill sections of the county have 
not been invaded bw the worm.

| READY TO ACT. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

EL, CENTRO, July 13.—-With all 
in readiness to begin construction 
of a temporary weir in the Colora- 
do River at a moment's notice, of- 
ficials of Imperia] Irrigation District 
anxiously await a .modification of 
the decision of the Interior Depart- 
ment to require the installation of 
the new weir 1000 feet up the river 
from the old one. , 

Twenty-five thousand cubic yards 
of rock, much of it loaded on dymp 
cars, together with hundreds of pil- 


pile drivers, almost with hammers 
lifted, hug the bank of the rapidly 
receding river, indicating the pre- 
paredness measures taken ‘by the 
district engineers to divert plenty of 
water for the 500,000 acres of valley 
crops. 

“With the river Cropping at the 
resent rate it would unwise to 
nstall the weir at any other point 
than the old site,” declared Chief 
Engineer Clarke. “I am prepared to 
begin construction of the weir only 
the former site morfi- 
ng.” 

It was explained that a weir on 
the former location ote be in- 
stalled in ten days or two weeks. 
Putting the weir at the new point, 
1000 feet up the river, means the 
construction of 2600 feet of new 
railroad and the use of twice as 
much rock, with the time of con- 
struction estimated at six weeks, 
barring accident. 

The mind of the entire valley is 
on the subject of the weir installa- 
tion and strong pressure has been 
brought to bear by irrigation district 
officials and citizens on the Depart- 
ment of the Interler to permit the 
ternporary dam at the former site as 
the only definite means at this time 

to assure the growing and harvesting 
of the valley's big war-crop acreage. 

“There will be no shortage of wa- 
ter if we are permitted to install the 
weir In the place,” said Chief 
Engineer Clarke, we can have 
it in and soe wR before the river 
discharge gets to the low point.” 

Directors of the Imperial County 
Farm Bureau, headed by President 
Mike Liebert, visited Hanlon Head- 
ing yesterday to study the situation 

and promptly dispatched an appeal 
to the Interior Department to allow 
the Installation of the weir as pro- 
posed by the district engineers as a 
war emergency measure. Capt. 
Leeds of the War Department at Las 
Angeles hag strongly recommended 
permission for the weir and the pop- 
ulation of Imperial Valley stands 
ready to get behind the enforcement 
of this order. 

Nearly 6000 cubic second feet of 
water was being turned into the val- 
ley canals today and it is the desire 
of the engineers to maintain this 
head throughout the summer to 
guarantee bumper crops,

FOR THE KAISER 


At Least County Jail Patriots 
so Accuse Enemies. 


Cell Doors Save the Germans 
from Rough Hands. 


' Reports that the twenty-six 
enemy alien prisoners in the Coun- 
ty Jail were praying for the success 
of the Kaiser every dav at noon 
caused mutterings among the loyal 
inmates of the jail yesterday. The 
rumor gained such headway among 
the prisoners that oniy cell doors 
saved the Germans and their sym- 
| pathizers from rough handling: 

When The Times whistle has re- 
sounded at noon daily, it has been 
the custom of the patriotic prisoners 
to offer up a prayer for the success 
of American arms. Things went 
along nicely until one astute patriot 
noticed that the majority of the 
German enemy aliens lifted up their 
heads in silent prayer also. 

The one who is declared to have 
launched the new prayer movement 
in favor of the Kaiser is F. H. 
Beker. held on suspicion of being «a 
master. spy. Beker has been in jail 
about a month, during which time 
he has twice been examined by the 
authorities and has refused te ex- 
Diain a number oof incriminating 
papers found in his possession. He 
is well educated. 

Although the enemy aliens have 
denied offering eorisone for victory 
for the fatherland, other prisoners 
are positive that they have  in- 
ougurated a concerted prayer meet- 
ing at noon daily. The prisoners 
are kept bv themselves in a section 
of the jali and nobody is permitted 
te interview them. on express orders 
of the government.

HOUSE NEW SHIP MEN. 


In Rivalry with San Pedro to Get South- 
western Company’s Employees. 


K tween Long Beach and San Pe- 

dro to provide housing for the 
thousands of men who will be en-- 
ployed at.the new plant of the 
Southwestern Shipbuilding Company 
at East San Pedro. Although the 
new yards are only a short distance 
from the business center of San 
Pedro, a great effort is being made 
by Long Beach business interests to 
take advantage of the handicaps due 
to the necessity of transfers to and 
from the ferry. 

Through the efforts of Long Beach, 
inducements are being made to the 
employees of the company to live 
there and ride to and from their 
work over the Salt Lake Railroad. 
Trains run from Los Angeles direct 
to the new shipyard through Long 
Beach. It is claimed by Long Beach 
residents that less time is taken in 
commuting from Longe Beach than 
from San Pedro by ferry. 

San Pedro seems to be alive to 
the situation. ‘however, and is mak- 
ing a strong demand for improved 
ferry service. The old consolida- 
tion promise of a municipal ferry 
has been again raised and efforts 
have been made to induce the city 
to put in a ferry service at the 
harbor for the benefit of the ship- 
yard workers.

Alexandre Dumas’ wonderful 
romance, “Les Trois Mousque- 

taires,” (The Three Musketeers.)

On the fated 14th 
of July, 1789, when again the com- 
mander of the prison, Gouverneur 
de Launay, instead of meeting the 
just demands of the people, ordered 
the artillerists to bombard the peo- 
Ple assembled for their rights, the 
hour of liberty had come. 

The furious mob escaladed the 
ramparts with the true “furia 
Francese”’ and the bloody heads of 
Gouverneur de Launay, as also of 


“de .Flesselles,” the evost des 
Marchand, “the traitor” were 
among the trophies, affixed on 


pikes, paraded through the streets 
of the capital. 


THE PEOPLE'S FURY.

“Those who are 72 years of age, 
or over, and who have served six 
months, are entitled to receive $32 
per month; those who served one 
year, $35 per month: one and one- 
half years, $238 per month, and two 
years or over, $40 per month. 

“These increases will be granted 
automatically, and without applica- 
tion cf any kind to the Pension 
Bureau, to all soldiers and sailors 
‘now pensioned under the act of May 
11, 1912, and who have attained the 
required age and served the neces- 
sary length of time. 

“Soldiers and sailors who served 
during the Civil War and are pen- 
sioned at lower rates under some 
other law. but who are entitled to 
pension under the act of May i1, 
1912, will be required to file an ap- 
Plication under that act in order to 
receive the benefits of the new law. 

“The Pension Bureau will make 
these allowances with all the dis- 
patch possible under existing condi- 
tions. A special force for the ad- 
sustment cf cases within the pro- 
visions of the new law has been or- 
ganized, which will handle these 
cases exclusively. 

“It should be borne in mind by 
those concerned that there are now 
nearly 268,000 pensioners under the 
act of May i11, 1912, and all are 
urged to exercise patience and con- 
sideration. While every effort wil) 
be made to hasten this wcrk. there 
will be no avoidable interference 
with the progress of claims now on 
file, or hereafter filed under other 
laws. A special effort will be made 
not to interfere with the adjudica- 
tion of widows’ claims. 

“It will be whol'y impracticable 
to make any payments at the in- 

rate on July 4, 1918: but it 
is hoped that the payments due Au- 
gust 4, 1918, may be made at the 
rate provided by the new law. 

“Tt will not be necessary to write 
to the bureau about these increases. 
Letters of inquiry will simply delay 
the work of making allowances. 

“No attorneys’ fees will be allcwed 
or paid for services in securing in- 
crease of pension under the act of 
June 10, 1918.”

HOW GOOD AMERICANS ARE 
MADE BY MUSIC. 


Somewhere tn New York there is 
a little church whose one peculiar 
charm is a congregation of some 
twenty-five Spanish-speaking people 
—Cubans, South Americans, Central 
Americans and Spaniards who gath- 
er every Sunday to worship in_ their 
own way, which is individual, and 
in their tongue, which is charming. 
Nothing about either of these things 
is unusual, but what is of interest 
is the fact that these olive-skinned 
foreigners are, through their church 
and the music which forms a part 
of it, learning to be true Americans. 
The unique feature comes at the 
close of the service. 

After the benediction of the priest, 

a vested chorister, accompanied by 
owe diminutive assistants, sglemnly 
and ceremoniously brings in an 
American flag. This is held high up 
where all can see it, and ouf of the 
throats of twenty-five or more Span- 
ish-speaking foreigners rise th 
notes of “America.” But inetead 
the familiar “My country, ‘tis of 
thee,”’ come words of softer accent 
and stranger sound. For instead of 
singing in English, this tiny con- 
sregation sings our hymn in the lan- 
guage which has meaning to them. 
At the end of the song the flag is 
carried out at the head of the re- 
cessional. This marks the close of 
the service. The effect both artis- 


real and earnest show of American- 
ization and patriotism portrayed in 
a way that carries meaning to the 
participants. How great a step this 
is in the right direction cannot too 
highly be appreciated. 

Much can be done through the 
medium of music in the way of 
Americanization. And when to this 
is added the improvement of mak- 
ing the music intelligible to the sing- 
ers, the way is shortened by half. 

It is a hard task to instil the ideas 
and ideais of America into the heart 
and mind of a new arrival to our 
shores. It is doubly hard when

One of the channels that every .edu- 
cator takes, is the one of the love of 
song that is known to be inherent 
in every one. The foreigner is 
quick to learn the melodies that 
breathe the spirit of America. Add 
to that a translation of the words

MUSIC ESSENTIAL,

TO HIS MOTHER. 


DYING YANKEE SOLDIER FINDS 


GOOD ANGEL IN FRENCH 
HOSPITAL. 


An American soldier. lay badly 
wounded in a French hospital. He 
was dying and he knew it, and he 


wanted to write a last letter to his 


mother back home in the States. | 

He was one of several Americans 
who had been carried a few days 
ago to this hospital where every one 
was French, from the chief surgeons 
to the youngest of the nurses, and 
the least of the orderlies. Most ex- 
pert had been the treatment and 
most tender the care these boys of 
ours had received, but here was one 
of them calling for some country- 
man of his by whom he could trans- 
mit his farewell message home. rh 

There were no English on the 

premises and the only Americans 
were those comrades of his who 
could not help. There was a hurried 
canvass of the hospital. Finally, a 
Frenchwoman came forward who 
said she felt sure she could speak 
and write the wounded boy's tongue 
well enough to serve him. Like her 
father, she had spent some years 
of study in America, and like him 
She had mastered its idiom and its 
accent. 
- She was soon cheering the boy 
with the friendly sound of English 
words, and a little later those in the 
ward saw her settled at the side of 
the cot, bending forward from time 
to time to catch the phrases of this 
mother’s letter which would not 
wait till Mothers’ Day. 

The boy died, but not before he 
had finished the letter. It is now on 
its way home. And some day some 
one will tell the mother that the 
woman who set down the last mes- 
sage of her son in France was the 
daughter of Georges Clemenceau, 
Premier of the French Republic.—

WHEN THE GUNS SPEAK. 
They used to be called “cannon” 
and they “roared.” Wellington at 


Waterloo had 156 of them—not 
eniough of them to be missed from 
a reconnaissance in force on the 
western front.

ASPIRES TO BE OUR 
FIRST WOMAN JUDGE. 


CANDIDATE HAS BEEN REFE- 
REE OF GIRLS’ JUVENILE 
COURT FOR THREE YEARS. 


By Alma Whitaker. 

Feminine pioneering in the realms 
sacred to_masculinity teems with 
adventure, reeks of daring, and lays 
one open to a fearful dissection and 
public analysis. Hence the an- 
nounced candidacy of Miss Orfa 
Jean Shontz for the Superior Court 
bench has created no end of a sen- 
sation, not only in loca] judicial cir- 
cles, where her masculine confreres 
see their sacred citadel under at- 


tack, but among the women, who 
are enthralled by her courage. 

It has been quite obvious that 
once women were éligible to elec- 
tion to the judiciary, and had estab- 
lished themselves ag satisfactory ex- 
ponents of the law, there were go- 
ing to be women judges. But there 
haven't been any yet and if Orfa 
Jean Shontz is elected she will be 
the first woman judge in the United 
States. Of course, all her candi- 
dacy really means, ts that she will 
have the name as well as the game, 
for since 1915 she has actually been 
the judge of the girls’ juvenile court, 
under the title of “referee.” has 
heard 5003 cases and never had 
one judgment reversed, it is said. It 
is a proud record, which few male 
judges\could excel; in fact, strictiy 
entre nous, I have looked up the 
records of our male judges, and 
precious few of them there are, who 
have not struck innumerable legal 
snags and had their judgments re- 
versed by higher courts. 

Naturally the men, while polite- 

ly acknowledging her indisputable 
attainments, lack enthusiasm for her 
cause. Those with whom she has 
had direct association are, however, 
valiantly supporting her, as Judge 
Sidney N. Reeve, who appointed her 
referee, after competitive examina- 
tions, in the girls’ juvenile court, 
and Judge James C. Rives, with 
whom she was associated for two 
years in the Probate Court. 
But there are others. The pet 
argument seems to be that women 
are temperaMentally unfitted to be 
judges, and they shudder to think of 
some disputive members of their sex 
suffering an interpretation of the 
law in their case at the hands of—a 
woman! But then women are tem- 
peramentally unfitted to be so niany 
things, don’t you know—mothers, 
teachers, cooks and wives—afd lots 
of men are temperamentally unfit- 
ted to be fathers, husbands, officers, 
or cattle ranchers, for instance, but 
we don’t hold it irrevocably against 
them. 

Most men, especially tn this par- 
ticular case of Miss Shontz’s can- 
didacy, are reluctantly prepared to 
admit there may be “the excep- 
tional woman.” Well, we women 
consider Orfa Jean Shontz is the 
exceptional woman. Orfa Jean 
Shontz teems with calm and meas- 
ured common sense, the most valu- 
able attribute in the world. I have 
watched justice dispensed with sweet 
mercy in her courts, where construc- 
tive help takes precedence of pun- 
ishment. I have seen hopeless hu- 
man tangles neatly unravelled and 
courageous serenity restored in the 
place. Miss Shontz has an esse 
tially tidy, orderly mind, and essen- 
tlally well-balanced brain, and has 
never been known to be guilty of 
snap judgments or sentimental bi

Un- 
touched from year’s end to year’s 
end, the land maintains its spirit 
of savage, careless beauty, its. 
luxuriance of hardy growth, its 
wild prodigality of color under 
skies of peculiar and striking clarity. 

Ireland's happy-go-lucky, poetic 
country people maintain an exist- 
ence that is similar to the exist- 
ence of the growing things. They 
are part and portion of the wild 
nature about them. They ask for 
little else but leisure undisturbed, 
or for so little of toil that it leaves 
long quiet hours for loitering over 
the hills or sitting in the sun for 
the enjoyment of evenings spent in 
long drawn-out and often witty con- 
versation.

THE CONDUCTORETTE. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) daly 2.— 
The future of the Woman street 
ear conductor, her desirability and 
usefulness, is a problem to which 
the public, the government, or- 
ganized labor and capital are de- 
voting much attention. The con- 
ductorette just now finds herself the 
storm center of a Variety of criti- 
cism. Getting her chance as a re- 
sult of war emergency, she has not 
yet passed the stage of experiment. 


What is to become of her is a mat- 


ter of uncertainty. 5 

Broadly speaking, the public has 
betrayed no definite Impression re- 
garding the conductorette, except 
that she should be given a fair 
chance. Where possible it has tried 
to make allowances for her short- 
comings, and, where evident, to 
recognize her virtues. It frowns 
when it is charged that the conduc- 
torette is more disposed to make 
cat’s eyes at the motorman than 
categoric eyes at the transfer ticket; 
and it smiles when told that her 
diplomatic courtesy fares better in 
the management of crowds than the 
“watch your step” discipline of her 
male prototype. But the public has 
reserved decision. 

Organized male labor, and to a 
large degree organized female la- 
bor, is avowedly hostile to the con- 
ductorette. It is said that women 
are difficult to organize. In most 
cases they are content to work 
longer at a fixed -maximum wage 
than are men, possibly because their 
obligations are fewer. Though it 
has been shown that many conduc- 
torettes are compelled to support 
families on their earnings, the 
woman breadwinner does not hap- 
pen often enough in any sphere of 
industrial life to make her a pre- 
dominant type. 

Most women’s trade union bodies 
are likewise disposed to view the 
conductorette with distrust. The 
general attitude of woman labor 
leaders on the question Was ex- 
pressed by Miss Lenore O'Reilly, 
secretary of the Women's Trade 
Union League of New York, who 
said: “While there is one unem- 
ployed man, no woman should be 
put to work in any field of dis- 
tinctly manual labor.”’ 

Labor for the most part is willing 
to concede the contention of street 


@ailway operators that the conduc- 
torette became a necessity because of 


the dearth of available male labor. 
It holds, however, that the reasoh 
for this searcity was the failure of 


the operators to offer an adequate 


wage to prospective motormen and 


conductors, It points out that near- 


ly all of the companies which have 


employed the conductorette, have in 


the past consistently refused to al- 
low their employees to organize. 


With the recommendation of the} 


National War Labor Board to the 
President that street railway em- 
pPloyees be paid an increased mini- 
mum wage, labor believes that the 
one excuse for the conductorette has 
been removed. Afforded the pros- 
pect of decent pay the work of street 


car operation is attractive to enough 


men to fill whatever vacancies may 
exist in the rosters of the compa- 
nies concerned. It is extremely like- 
ly that organized labor will attempt 
to bring the War Labor Board to. 
decision on this point. 

The government, though it has not 
yet placed official condemnation on 
the conductorette, is disposed to re- 
gard her with misgiving. Through 
the Department of Labor, it recent- 
ly made an investigation into the 
street 
railway employees. The report of 
Benjamin M. Squires who led the 
investigation asserted a belief that 
the operation of street cars “is one 


of the last occupations into which 
a woman should be lured or forced.”’ 


In taking this view Mr. Squires 


does not see in Woman a menace to 
the welfare of other street railway 


employees, so much as in street 
railway employment a menace to the

tory. 

But whatever the attitude of captl- 
tal toward the conductorette, Mr. 
Squires has made it clear that capi- 
tal has not made the provision for 
her comfort and well being that 
might reasonably be expected. In 


his report to the Labor Department 


he shows that in many cases the 
companies failed to provide ade- 
quate rest-rooms and lunch-rooms 
for the women employees, and that 
they were, in some instances, com- 
pelled to share the rest-rooms and 
lunch-rooms used by the men. This 
state of affairs wag t frequent 
in Brooklyn, where the grand jury 
made jt the subject of an investiga- 
tion. It must be said, though, that 
the companies are now endeavoring 
to provide proper facilities for the 
women. 

And in spite of everything 
conductorette seems pretty well 
satisfied with her job. Available 
figures show that. out of the 1100 
women conductors employed by 
Street car companies since last De- 
cember, less than one-fifth the 
number have left the service. This 
may he explained by the fact that it 
provides higher wages than most of 
the women could earn in any other 
line of work. But being a con- 
ductorette, in fteelf, seems to have 
@ fascination for women. Each 
day the employment officers tn cities 
where the conductorette is in vogue. 
are besiered by swarms of the sex 


ranging in age from seventeen to 


sixty. At first a great deal of in- 
disertminate hiring and firing re- 
sulted. but now the selection from 
applicants is belng made with the 
greatest care. 

While it cannot be said that the 
public is losing interest fm the con- 
ductorette, certainly whatever 
novelty she possesses for the street 
car rider is fast wearing off. He no 
longer thrills when he is told to 
“move up front, please” In a soft 
contralto instead of a bass grow!l— 
though he usually does move up.

Jefferson Island, former home" of 
Joseph Jefferson, in Iberia parish, 
Southern Louisiana, and named by 
him “Bob Acres,” after the char- 
acter in “The Rivals,” made famous 
on the stage by the actor, is to be 
developed into a sanctuary for wild 
fowl by Lawrence Jones and J. 
Lyle Bayliss of Lexington, Ky., who 
recently purchased the property. 

It comprises 10,000 acres. A con- 
tract has been awarded for the con- 
struction of a dam along one edge 
of the property in order to re-estab- 
lish a cypress swamp drained some 
years ago. When the water accumu- 
lates it is purposed to establish an 
immense heronry, in order that the 
many species of herons 'n Louisiana, 
especially the egret, may build nests 
and raise their young over water, 
as is their habit. 

In addition, the new owners of

LARGE SPACE. 


_|Dry Goods House to Greatly 


Increase Facilities. ° 


Takes Three Fleate of Big 
Concrete Structure. 


Tunnel will Join Building 
with Old Quarters. 


The W. Ross Campbell] Company, 
through its leasing department, re- 
ports having closed a lease with the 
Cooper, Coate and Casey Dry Goods 
Company, jobbers of dry goods and 
notions, whereby this toncern is to 
expand and occupy the first and 
second floors and basement of the 
tgn-story Manufacturers’ Bullding 
at Nos. 747-749 Santee street, re- 
cently erected by M. J. Connell. 

The total floor space involved in 
the lease its 30,000 square feet, which, 
in connection with the present bulld- 
ing of the Cooper, Coate and Casey 
Company at the southeast corner of 
Seventh and Los Angeles streets and 
a warehouse used by the same con- 
cern, will give the firm a total of 
190,000 square feet, or practically 
four and one-half_acres.

Benzolo is exactly as 
g00d as gasoline for motor fuel, but 
at the present time the production 
of this product in this country is al- 
most negligible. Benzole is a by- 
product of the process of turning 
coal into coke and this latter op- 
eration is profitable only In connec- 
tion with certain industries, which 
have flourished in Germany, but not 
in this country. Simply toe extract 
benzole from coal would make the 
price of the fluid about $4 a gallon, 
but if the coal is used profitably in 
some industry and the benzole comes 
merely as a chance result of this 
use, the fuel can be sold at a price 
within reason.

A proposed ordinance is before the 
Lod Angeles (ity Council that in | 
one way or another, if adopted and 
written into the statutes, will affect | 
every residept of the city who in any, 
way derives service from a commer- 
clal motor vehicle. That means | 
practically every one, as at this time 
the motor car figures some place in 
the transportation of nearly every 


article of sustenance from the pack- 
age of pins purchased at the depart- 
ment store to the shingles on the 
roof of the house. 

The ordinance as now outlined 
would levy the following annual tax 
on moter trucks and delivery ve- 
hicles: 

One ton or less, $6; two tons, $12; 
three tons, $18; four tons, $24; five 
tons, $40; six tons, $60; more than 
six tons, $80. 

The levy og trailers would be $3! 
on those of one-ton capacity and up 
to 940 on those of six-ton capacity. 

It would be applicable not only 

to the specifically designated truck, 
but to the converted passenger car, 
the passenger car having a delivery 
body and the unaltered passenger 
car that in any way serves as a truck 
or medium of delivery. 
Opposition to the proposition has 
developed am®dng owners of motor 
trucks and they have obtained the 
support of the Motor Car Dealers’ 
Association. Indications at this time 
are that the scope of the ordinance 
may be extended to a general whee! 
tax and once more the motor ve- 
hicle owner made the catspaw of 
taxation as self-propelled vehicles 
would be made to bear proportion- 
ately more than horse-drawn ve- 
hicles. 

J. A. Btoner, vice-president of the 
Motor Car Dealers’ Association and 
representative of the motor truck | 
interests on the board of directors, 
is one of the group of men who | 
are seeking to obtain fair consider- | 
ation for motor vehicle owners in 
the matter. He points out that the 
truck owner is now paying several 
taxes on his. possession and the mer- 
chant who operates a delivery fleet 
Pays even more. 

Dave Smith, attorney for the deal- 
ers’ association, appeared at a re- 
cent Council meeting when the mo- 
tor tax subfect was considered. Mr. 
Smith explains that under the city’s 
charter a limit was placed on the 
tax on assested valuations. This 
year’s levy was the same as last and 
it now appears that owing to a loss 
in income from this basis the Coun-| 
cil is seeking to make up the deficit 
from other sources and has singled 
out the motor vehicle, or perhaps 
all vehicles, for a general wheel tax 
higher than those that now obtain.

with the crudeness and probable pain- 

fulness of the operation. The question 
has been asked: “Is there no way to pro- 
tect a horse’s foot except to — a piece of 
irom to the hoof?” 

Some reformers think that there is an- 
other way, and they have endeavored to in- 
troduce a shoe of leather, cemented to the 
bottom of the hoof. Some of these sugges- 
tions were not so long ago discussed by an 
expert in this relation. 

He points out that the problem of avoid- 
ing the wear on the hoofs of domestic ani- 
mals of the hearse family, in conditions un- 
der which their services are ordinarily 
utilized, hag hitherto been solved by very 
crude shoeing, but that, as at present prac- 
ticed, this process cannot be considered ex- 
cellent. It is inconvenient for the organ 
that it is designed to protect and it is also 
harbarous, 

Shoeing necessitates serious precautions 
against bruising or wounding the horse’s 
foot. Even when well done it includes 
operations that, in the long run, Injuriously 
affect the structure and normal growth of 
the hoof, which is evidently not intended 
to be pierced with nails or to undergo re- 
peated contact with red-hot iron. These

processes often make the hoof fragile and 
brittle. 

Again, although the operation is not, 
properly speaking, a source of great suffer- 
ing when properly done, it is still a painful 
one. This latter consideration is one of 
those that the experts regard as an argu- 
ment in favor of the use of a method to re- 
place the piece of nailed iron by a real shoe. 
The fron shoe is nailed solidly to the horse’s 
foot. This was an advance over processes 
less painful for the horse, but more compli- 
cated and less stable. From the point of 
view of stability it presents the maximum 
of safety from all standpoints and on all 
kinds of roads. Pefore it, recourse was 
had, to avoid wearing the hoof, to tron shoes 
attached by other methods. The Roman 
shoe was formed of a full plate of metal 
with a turned-up front from which proceeded 
a sort of handle bearing upon the front of 
the hoof. The rear part of the shoe, which 
was slightly raised, followed the shape of 
the foot. It ended at the middle of the 
back edge, in a buckle to which a strap 
was fastened. The bandle, buckle and strap 
evidently served to fasten the shoe to the 
horse’s foot. 

The Roman horsemen must have acquired 


rapidly great skill in putting on these shoes, 
but stoppages and accidents of all sorts 
were much more to be feared than with a 
method of fastening the shoe to the hoof it-. 
self and doing away with buckles and straps, 
which are always liable to be displaced or 
broken. 

The shoe invented by one reformer has for 
its object the doing away of the brutal driv- 
ing of nails into the hoof and the contact 
of red-hot iron. Nevertheless, it adheves, 
it is claimed, directly to the base of the 
hoof, for sueh adherence seems to be indis- 
pensable. Shoeing by means of nails was 
adopted to obtain fust this advantage and 
to avoid the inconveniences of a less firm 
method of fastening. Adherence is obtained 
in this process by a mixture of gutta-percha 
and asphalt, whick unites intimately, quick- 


ly and firmly the base of the hoof to the. 


shoe. This sort of quick-setting cement 
gives a perfect and nonresistant contact. 
As to the shoe itself, it is of leather. but 


may be made, according to circumstances, ° 


more or less thick, simple. double or rein- 
forced, depending ‘on the kind of horse and 
the nature of the services demanded. It 
would, Seem easy to adapt to the leather 
shoe outer nails which shall prevent the 
animal's slipping on the ice, in cases where 
this special form of shoeing will appear to 
be necessary.

fated prices—only multiplied a hundred-fold 
—as the example of the barrel of flour and 
the gold piece. 

Put that is not the worst feature of in- 
flated money. When the barrel of flour 
equals $5 and wages are $2 a day, it takes 
a workman two and one-half days to earn 
the flour; but when the barrel of flour goes 
up to $20 it takes the workman ten days to 
earn it. But after the war suppose wages 
drop to $1. The workman must work twenty 
days to earn that flour.. So of debts con- 
tracted during the inflation. 

To quote a financier of international re- 
“Suppose a farmer who borrows 
$1000 now when wheat commands, say, $2.60 
a bushel, should pay it off some years hence 
when wheat is back to $1. Then it would 
take 1000 bushels of wheat to cover what 
would be satisfied with 400 now.” And that 
is what Germany. will be up against with all 
her war debts when the war is over. 


What This War Has Cost Germany 
in Dollars and Cents. 


HE war-—to quote the ‘Mechanics Na- 

tional Bank—has already expended 
three times’ as much as the total 
indebtedness of all nations in 1914. 
Every month of the war is _ costing 
Germany double the entire ccst of thé Russo- 
Japanese War. Eight days of this war ex- 
ceeds the cost of the Boer War. Three 
weeks of this war would pay the cost of the 
Franco-Prussian War. A month and a half 


of this war would pay the cost of the Civil. 


War. 

And it has to be paid, paid when deflation 
sets in and rea] values have to be laid on 
the counter for inflated debts. How is Ger- 
many going to do it? Just one desperate 
gambler’s chance—indemnities, indemnities 
chiefly from the United States, which has 
the most gold. 

Up to the present Germany has raised 
money for the war by loans. Up to the 
present she has shunned the very thought 
of taxes, for taxes can be levied. only by 
the people’s representatives, and they would 
demand an accounting, but the times is 
close when taxes must be levied to pay in- 
terest on these loans, and Germany sees the 
storm coming, for her last budget enacts 
one of the most remarkable laws ever 
framed, a law that out-herods royal-tyranny 
before the French Revolution and makes 
Roman levies look like a boy’s game of 
marbles. 

- The new Jaw provides that all German 
subjects and all former German subjects 
who have been naturalized In foreign coun- 
tries since August 1, 1914, shall be liable to 
“personal” taxation in Germany for a period 
of five years from the end of the year in 
which war with all great powers is ended. 

Before any taxpayer gives up a permanent 
residence in Germany he must provide 
security to the amount of 20 per cent. of 
his capital or property.

out, and are wound upon bobbins. They are 
now ready for the spinning machines, on 
which the threads for both the warp and 
woof are spun. The threads are now as fine 
as those of spool cotton. They are of uni- 
form thickness and are ready for weaving. 


How the Cloth is Woven 
on Modern Machinery. 


HE term weaving covers the processes 

of putting the threads together as you 
find them in the cloth of the shirt. The 
cloth is formed by two sets of thread. 
Those which fun lengthwise are known as 
the warp, and the others, which cross the 
long thread at right angles, going over and 
under them from side to side, are the 
woof. To fit the threads. for these processes 
they have*to be spooled.“ They are wound 
from the spindles on bobbins, and from 
them the warp threads pass through ma- 
chines which wird them evenly upon a long 
cylinder the width of the cloth. The woof 
threads are wound upon little bobbins, 
which are put into shuttles and thrown by 
machinery through the warp thread. They 
So sO fast you can hardly see them, mak- 
ing a speed of 150 or more times to the 
minute, At the end you have the cloth used 
‘ua the shirt, . 

There are many other processes in addl- 
tion to those I have described, and there are 
other machines of wonderful efficiency for 
carrying them out. Much of the spinning 
and weaving is performed by automatic:-ma- 
chines, and the complexity and magnitude 
of the operation can be appreciated only by 
going through the mill while the work is in 
progress. Some of the rooms I have visitea 
cover more than an acre. There are scores 
of such rooms. I went through one five- 
story building which had seven acres of 
wonderful machines of one kind or another, 
and during my trip I saw 4000 looms making 
eotton and worsted for clothes for the army. 

‘The same processes may be seen going on 


at hundreds of other great factories in dif- 


ferent parts of New England and throughout 
the South, employing hundreds of thousands 
#{ the most skilled workmen and work- 
women of Uncle Sam's great industrial 
army. The soldiers of the spinning and 
weaving divisions mix patriotism with their 
work, and almost every one of them is a 
subscriber to the Red Cross and the Lib- 
erty Loan. I saw the American flac in many 
of the rooms of this factory, and was told 
that the employees had gone over the top fn 
their subscriptions to war charitios, Thrift 
Stamps and Liberty Bonds.

ANCHESTER (N. H.)—This its a 
story of the shirt of the soldier. 
It relates to the clothes our boys 
wear in the trenches. They have 
eaten up cotton by the millions of bales and 
are now coming out of the looms by the 
téns of millions of yards. The first chapters. 
of the story have alreaty been published: 
I have described the cotton fields of the 
South and shown how the little black seeds 
dropped in the furrows come forth and pro- 
duce the white lint. I have described its 
path through the gin, where it is torn by 
saws from the seeds and packed up in great 
bales of 500 pounds each, and I have shown 
you these bales on their way to the market. 
In thig letter I want you to follow the bales 
to New England and see how they are trans- 
formed into the cotton from which the shirt 
of the soldier is made. There is no better 
place to see this than right here at the 
Amoskeag Falls of the Merrimac River. 
These falls are in the heart of the city of 
Manchester, and about them has grown up 
the greatest cotton mill of the United 
States, if not of the world. Just now the 
most of its work is confined to the army. 


* This Factory Turns Cotton Into 


Cloth at Sixty Miles per Hour. 


AN you imagine a factory so big and so 
efficient that it takes the raw cotton 
in.at one end and runs it out in cloth at the 
other at the rate of sixty miles every hour, 
and keeps up that speed all the year 
through? The cotton comes forth as fast 
as the highest-powered automobiles fly over 
the road. You might hitch the cloth as it 
comes from the looms to a lightning express 
train and start the locomotive off at full 
speed and there would be no slack or break 
in the cloth. It would keep up with the 
train, even though the cars were kept run- 
ning for nine hours a day all the year 
through. If started here in New Hampshire 
the first day’s output would reach almost to 
Pittsburgh, and by the end of the second day 
the train pulling the cloth would be at the 
edge of Chicago. Within four days it would 


be far beyond Denver, and by the end of 


the week it would have reached San Fran- 
cisco, and if you could get a ship that would 
go sixty miles an hour it might be carried 
unbroken across the Pacific Ocean to Shang- 
hai in ten days thereafter. The output of 
the mill is about 500 miles daily, andthe 


- output per year equals a strip of cloth al- 


most 150,000 miles long. That strip would 
carpet a motor car road eighteen feet wide 
around the world, or, if you shotld make 
the strip a yard wide, it would reach around 
the earth and still have enough to cover a 
three-foot path half way to the moon. 

The cotton is coming forth now at 
the rate of about a mile a minute, and a 


large part of each mile is for shirts to be 


made for the soldiers. The shirtings of that 
kind already produced number more than 
1,500,000 yards, enough to reach almost all 
the way from New Orleans to Chicago. It 
was enough to supply a shirt apiece for 
1,000,000 soldiers. 


The same factory is making vast quanti- 
ties of worsteds for the army, It turns-out 
something like sixty miles of them every 
It makes the barracks bag which 
every soldier carries to France. This is 
woven in a cylinder of strong cotton cloth, 
and the buttons are sewed in on machines 
run by girls. The bag looks much like the 
laundry bag we use in traveling. The room 
in which it is made covers more than an 
acre, and the foreman thereof tells me that

One of the Oldest and Bergest 


Factories in the World. 


HE factories where all this is going on 
are right here at Manchester. They 
belong to one company and they have pro- 
duced a cotton mill center which is larger 
than that of any single company in Great 
Britain. It is, I venture, one of the oldest 
factories in the world. It began to spin and 
weave cotton within a generation or so aft- 
er the spinning-jenny was invented by Har 
greaves, and shortly after the British bar

up his factories in England for his new in- 
ventions of spinning and carding machines; 
and it has been making more or less cotton 
cloth from that time until now.

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THE COTTON SHIRT OF THE SOLDIER.

States, and the present company had its 
origin when Andrew Jackson held the office 
which Woodrow Wilson holds now. There 
is a tradition here that Andrew Jackson 
rode through Manchester in a beautiful 
barouche drawn by four milk-white horses 
and that he visited the cotton factory and 
rode for a mile between two rows of mill 
girls, who greeted him with songs and flow- 
ers. As he looked at the mills Mr. Slater, 
one of the officials of the company, was 
among his entertainers. He called Slater 
the father of American manufacturers and 
said: 

“T understand that you showed us how to 
spin as well as they do in Great Britain and 
that by the Eternal in spite of all the British 
could do. You started these spindles to 
work, which are giving employment to thou- 
sands and which will make us an industrial 
people!” 


To this Mr. Slater replied: “I suppose 


I did give out the psalm, but our workmen 
have been singing to the tune ever since.” 

The factories steadily grew. They were 
making goods for the soldiers at the time of 
the Mexican War, and ten years later were 
turning out 72,000 yards of cloth for every 
working day. They made a large part of the 
cotton used in the Civil War and they have 
been steadily increasing in size and output 
from that time until now. 


Mills Use Electricity Now 
Instead of Water Power. 


HE industry was first based on the falls. 
of the Merrimac River, which here 
have a drop of about one-third that of 
Niagara. The first mill used the water power 
only, and the great buildings are now scat- 
tered along the river at different levels to 
take advantage of it. Later on electricity 
was generated by turbine wheels, but the 
business soan surpassed the strength of the 
stream, and now three-fourths of the power 
used in the mills comes from the steam 
generated by coal. Indeed, the business de- 
pends so much upon coal that it is a ques- 
tion whether it could not have been more 
advantageously located at the seaboard, 
where the freight rates for fuel and raw 
materials would ,be much cheaper and also 
those for some of the export of its produce. 


It is strange that the cotton mills of the 
world should be located so far away from 
the cotton belt. We have a spinning and 
weaving industry in the South, but two- 
thirds of our cotton is spun in the North, 
and most of the world’s cotton is woven 
from one to three thousand miles from 
where the cotton is grown. A vast deal of 
it is made in Great Britain, which has more 
than two-fifths of all the cotton factories 
on earth and eats up more than 20 per cent: 
of the product. The world’s cotton mills 
altogether number something like 6500. 
They are scattered throvghout thirty-nine 
countries and consume about 20,000,000 
bales of cotton a year. Of this more than 
one-third is woven in the United States and 
two-thirds of the latter amount here in New 
England. The Amoskeag Company alone has 
almost 700,000 spindles for cotton and wor- 
sted. It has more than 24,000 looms. 

The cotton operatives of the world alto- 
gether number three or four millions and a 


large number of them are women, The great 
factory here employs 16,000 hands. About 
7000 of these are women, and they receive 
higher wages, perhaps, than any other cot- 
ton workers on earth outside of this section 
of the country. Of the whole force in the 
Amoskeag there are only a few score under 
16 years of age, and the youngest girls make 
$8 or $9 a week. Some years ago ! visited 
the cotton mills at Manchester, England, and 
the manager told me that they were paying 


their factory women from $4 to $6 per 


week. The wages have probably increased 
since the war. It seems to me that the 
women there do not compare in ability or 
efficiency with the girls employed here &t 
Manchester. Here a single girl will man- 
age several looms, and the most compli- 
cated machines are in the hands of the 
women. Many of the machines are automatic 
and the noise of the factory is little in com- 
parison with that of the old mills of Eng- 
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land. As I went through the British fac- 
tories it was a wonder to me how hundreds 
of girls could work together without*being 
able to gossip. I mentioned this to my guide, 
who replied: “Why, bless you, man, these 
girls are the greatest talkers on garth. They 
were talking all the while we were in the 
mill, but the noise is such they they have 
learned to listen with the eyes and not with 
the ears. They have 'earned the lip lan 
guage and can tell what any one says by 
watching the movement of his lips” 


‘How the Factory Girls © 


Dress in England. 


HE factory girls of Manchester, N. H., are 

better looking and better dressed than 
those of Manchester, Eng. Here the girls 
have no special costumes. The girls of Man- 
chester, Eng. wear calico dresses with 
short sleeves and a short skirt. Below the 
skirt show out their stockings and clogs. 
The clogs are a peculiarity to that class of 
employment. They have leather uppers with 
soles of wood on which bands of iron are 
tacked. This makes a great clatter as they 
move about, reminding one of the noise in a 
Japanese railroad station, where the pas- 
sengers run over the platform in their wood- 
en shoes. Most of the English factory girls 


pay but little attention to their personal ap- 


pearance while at work. I saw hundreds of 
them who had their hair in crimping pins 
80 tight that the skins of their foreheads 
were stretched like that of a tambourine. I 


was told that they kept their hair in crimp- 


ing pins all the week and took it out only 
on Sundays and holidays. 

But to get back to the shirt of the soldier. 
If you would see the material of which it is 
made you must start at that part of the 
factory where the huge cotton bales are 
opened up and torn into pieces. Pick up a 
handful of the cotton wool and examine the 
fibers, Pull them apart and spread them out 


on your hand. They look like white hairs,’ 


but they are very much thinner. They are 
so thin that a thousand of them might be 
laid side by side and they would not cover 
an inch. It takes millions to make one spool 
of thread, and there are several hundred 
millions in each soldier's shirt. It takes 
about 100,000,000 fibers to make one pound 
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of raw cotton an amount which can be 
spun into a single thread 100 miles long. 

Now if you will examine the fibers more 
closely you will see that each has a little 
curl or twist to it, and if you will put it under 
a microscope you will see that it has on ifs 
outsides many little scales overlapping each 
other like the scales of a fish. It is these 
acales which catch when the fibers are 
woven and make them cling tightly together. 
The curl or twist also aids to make the 
fibers combine, and better fits them for 
spinning and weaving. If you look at the 
end of the fiber under t=e microscope you 
will see that it is hol’)w. This makes it 
take the dye better so -hat it can be easily 
turned from the snow, white to the olive 
drab of the shirt of tl} » soldier. 

In this factory the ibers are dyed before 
they are spun. The mills have a great dye 
plant, where the white lint is put into steel 
tubs each so big around that an ox could 
easily be scalded within it. When the tub 
has been packed to its utmost a lid is forced 
on by great pressure and the dyestuff ad- 
mitted in such a way that it penetrates 
every fiber, giving it a uniform coloring in 
the thread and the cloth. These mills make 
goods of every description. They make call- 
coes and ginghams and all sorts of fine goods 
for women, and the hues embrace all the 
colors of the rainbow. They are able to do 
this even now, notwithstanding they can get 
no dyes from Germany, which formerly sup- 


plied the most of the dyes of the world. 


The manager of the factory tells me that 
the company had great stores of dyestuffs 
on hand at the time the war began, and 
that it still has supplies that will last it for 
years. He says many of these dyes are 
being replaced by those made in America, 
and that the company has created a little 
dye plant of its own, where it is making 
some special colors, one of which is dead 
black, 


Stages the Cotton Goes Through 
on Its Way to the Shirt. 


T IS a long journey through the Amos- 
keag mills from the cotton bales to the 
olive drab shirtings which are shipped to 
the factories, where they are made into 
clothes for the army. The mills here alto- 
gether have 137 acres of floor space, and 
the whole of this is filled with machinery of 
the most intricate nature. It is}run by elec- 
tricity and the most of it goes at dynamic 

speed. 
I despair of giving you accurate pictures 


-of all the processes through which the fi- 


bers go on their way from the bale to the 
shirt. As the cotton comes from the plan- 
tation it is of different varieties. Some of 
it has fibers longer than others, and the 
bales have to be opened and the different 
kinds of cotton mixed together, so that the 
product will be of the uniform quality which 
the government requires. 


The cotton has to be torn loose by ma- 


chines, which pull it apart. It is beaten up 
by other machines, and the dust, leaves, 
sticks and dirt are blown out. It is then run 
over great cylinders or rollers, called open- 
ers, and so treated that when it leaves them 
there is not a stick, leaf or grain of sand 
in it The lint is now as soft as swan’s 
down and whiter than when it was picked 
in the field. 


The fibers, however, are all mixed to- 
gether, They are turned this way and that 
and they cross and recross one another. 
They must all be laid the same way before 
they can be spun into thread. This work is 
done by the carding machines, huge rollers 
covered with little wire teeth, which brush 
and comb the fibers as they pass ‘through, 
much ag we comb our hair. The teeth are 
so fine that there are more than a hundred 
On @ space as big around as a cent.

This is the chief cause of the great prev- 
alence of kidney diseases im the United 
States. 

Cther foods, such as milk, eges and 
beans, contain a large percentage of pro- 
tein, although not to the same’ excess of 
neat, but in meat, besides the protein, 
there ig the waste In the blood of the ani- 
mal when it is killed, which throws an ad- 
ditional burden on the over-Worked kidneys. 

Following is an extract from an article 
on this subject in the Medical World: 

“Those who live on too much proteid de- 
velop high blood pressure as a result of 
empoisonment from the excess of proteid. 
We frequently have occasion to order such 
patients to restrict or omit proteid food in 
order to reduce the empoisonment and blood 
pressure, and where such is the cause the 
chagge in diet reduces the blood pressure. 
Only recently we saw a patient for the first 
time who had been put on an antidiabetic 
diet, omitting starches and substituting 
proteid. She had become addicted to eat- 
ing great quantities of meat for months. 
Her blood pressure registered 192. She was 
weak and languid also. She had a great 
quantity of albumin in the rine, and was 
ordered to stop eating meat and live on 
vegetables. Within three days the albumin 
had disappeared from the wanee and the 
blood pressure fell to 160.” 


Doctors and Diet. 


Many broad-minded medical men are be- 
to admit that the 
subject of diet has been almost altogether 
neglected by the profession. Following is 
from an article in the Journal of the In- 
diana State Medical Association: 

“It may be said without fear of contro- 
diction that not enough attention is paid by 
physicians in general to the subject of nu- 
trition. It may even be said that there is 
but very little known about the science of 
nutrition by the average physician. Yet 
this subject is always of great importance 
to the physician, and, in these days, it is 
of paramount importance not only to the 
profession but to all humanity. 

“Questions relating to nutrition are not 
often put up to the physician by healthy 
individuals. The latter in health decide 
such questions for themselves. Since there 
is so much general ignorance with reference 
to nutrition, errors are quite common. It 
is very well known that usually people 
every where—especially in this country—eat 
too much, The consequences of such over- 
eating are manifested by various digestive 
disturbances and the associated disturb- 
ances or changes resulting therefrom. That 
such disturbances and changeg are numer- 
Ous every clinician of experience knows. 
On the other hand, individuals who subsist 
ona diet properly selected and regulated 
according to the principles of scientific nu- 
trition are entirely free of ali such disturb- 
ances and symptoms, and seem to be much 
more vigorous in every way than those in 
the former class.” 

To this it may be added that “scientific 
nutrition” is often woefully misleading. As 
I have heretofore said, the human stomach 
is not a test tube, and there are other 
things to be considered besides carbohy- 
drates, protein, and “calories.” 


Laws. 


Here is part of a letter from a corre- 
spondent who lives at the old home of the 
late Mme. Modjeska, in Orange county, Call- 
fornia: 

‘Tl am studying your articles on the care 
of the body very carefully. I recognize 
Harry Brook as a real helping hand to poor, 
suffering humanity.

“Aspirin up to twenty grains or more per 
day ig given to relieve pain. It is said that 
aspirin does not irritate the digestive tract. 

After taking 
aspirin for a number of years the digestive 
tract sometimes becomes so deranged that 
it is one of the principal factors in produc- 
ing death. The aspirin numbs the sensibil-

“The Healthy Home” is published at 
Athol, Mass. It is strictly “ethical,” 
and you may be sure you will never 
find in it any recommendation to do any- 
thing whatsoever for the care of the body 
without first “taking the advice of a physi- 
cian.” A sub-head of “The Healthy Home” 
is “The Hygienic Paper Without a Fad.” 

Well, now, let us see. All innovations 
have first been regarded as “fads.” Chris- 
tianity was a fad—a dangerous fad—to the 
Jews and Romans of those days. The loco- 
motive, the. telegraph, the telephone, and 
every other great invention have been de- 
nounced as fads. 

As to politics: William A. Pfeffer was the 
only Populist ever elected to the United 
States Senate. Among the “fad” measures 
introduced in the Senate twenty-five years 
ago, which brought upon him endless ridi- 
cule and abuse, were these: 

A bill to establish postal savings banks, 
an amendment to provide woman suffrage, 
a bill to prevent unjust discrimination in 
freight rates, a resolution to investigate 
bond issues and sales, the election of 
United States Senators by direct vote of 
the people, a bill to provide for the initia- 
tive and referendum, a resolution to inguire 


whether the Federal government could take 


possession of coal beds. 

Several of these measures have become 
laws, others soon will be enacted. They are 
still regarded as fads by reactionaries, but 
the great mass of the people consider them 
as good common-sense laws.

Hydropathy, outdoor sleeping, 
the manipulation of the spine, and every 
other valuable means of aiding nature that 
the medical fraternity has grudgingly been 
compelled to recognize have first been 
called fads.

BRIGAND can fight though he has no 
money. He may indeed fight with 
greater ferocity because he has no 
money and must get it by force, but 

when the time comes when lack of money 
robs him of bread and reefs in his belt and 
takes the sinews out of his knees he is near 
the end of his fighting force, though he may 
spar like.a cornered demon. Is that the case 
with Germany? Is she going broke? 


We have been going round for almost two 
vears now declaring Germany was “pyramid. 
ing her finances,” that “the pyramid” was 
due to topple over, that the ground was 
“cracking financially” beneath her feet, and 
the only crack that has come off hag been 
a harder drive or.a longer range gun or a 
bigger type of submarine, We have put 
Germany's figures in such big aggregates 
that we have failed to realize that a nation 
is only an aggregate of mahy individuals, 
- and ff you put the billions in terms of thou- 
sands and the nation in terms of a man, you 
can come closer as to how it ts with Ger. 
many than if you keep fogging around in 
Strings of digits no mind can grasp. 

There was a man whose name was Hans 
engaged in 4 small manufacturing business 
subject to very high fire risks. He required 
about $1000 a year to keep that business 
running. If he succeeded, like a gold pros- 
pector or gambler, he had a chance of 1000 
per cent. gain. It was that chance in fact 


' which kept him to this particular form of - 


business. 
At the end of the first year he found he 


had lost his entire capital by explosions, 


and he had to borrow not only money to pay 
interest on the lost capital but ¢he same 
amount of capital to set up again. At the 
end of the second year he had again lost his 
entire capital by explosions, and again had 
to borrow a third outfit of capital with addi. 


tional money to pay interest on the first and 


second losses, 

He had to do this eight times. When the 
ninth time came round he took stock of 
things and what he found was this: Adding 
up his entire stock of collateral and possi. 
bilities of outside income, the total just ex- 
actly qualified interest charges. 

He was now in a position of a desperate 
and delirious gambler. One more play—the 
chances all against him—might win back 
money enough to pay all interest and capital 
and leave a colossal fortune, but if it didn’t, 
then not only hig business was ruined }be- 
yond repair but all his other sources of in. 
come were gone, sucked up by interest 
charges on an irredeemable loss. 


Call the Business “World War” 
and Hans, William. 


Hans’s name to Emperor Wil- 
liam. Instead of dollars put marks. 
Call the business “World War.” Call the 
chance indemnities, which the United 
States would chiefly pay, and you have ex- 
actly Germany's position. Here are the fig- 
ures in the mass, no whit different in their 
real significance from the case of $1000 
capital for the small man: 
Germany: Aug.1,1914. Aug. 1, 1918. 
Debt .........$5,200,000,000 $34,000,000,000 


Interest ...... 220,000,000 1,750,000,000 
Austria-Hungary: 

Debt .........$3,700,000,000 $18,000,000,000 

Interest ...... 165,000,000 1,100,000,000 


But does this not tell the entire story? If 
you add the entire value of all Germany's 
farms and all her factories and all her ships 
and all her mines her total capital wealth 
is supposed to be $75,000,000,000. As she 
has given these figures out herself during 
war time it may be supposed they are not an 
underestimate, but rather an overestimate. 

On this capital wealth Germany's annual 
income is given as $10,000,000,000. These 
are also Dr. Helfferich’s own figures, but this 
is gross income, It is not net. It is not 
what is left after payment of living and cost 
of business. 

How much is left of each man’s income 
after payment of living and cost of business? 
That can only be guessed. Figure it out in 
your own Income! Do you save 20 per cent. 
of it a day, a week, a month? 

By computing many averages, the great 
actuaries and economists have figured that 
the average earner does well if he saves 
from one-sixth to one-eighth of His gross 
income. That is, if a man earns $40 a week 
he does well to bank from $7 to $5 of it. 

Now one-sixth of Germany’s gross income 
is not enough to pay the Interest on her 
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N NATION GOING 


debt and one-eighth of her gross income is 
not enough to pay the interest on her debt. 
Right now she is running hundreds of mil- 
liong short of her interest payments every 
year. Like the man with the $1000 business 
going up in the smoke of explosions she has 
to borrow to pay her deficit jn interest. That 
ig what we mean when we all keep saying 
Germany is “pyramiding.” 

As long as she can keep on paying inter- 
est, presumably she can keep on borrowing, 
but how long can she keengon borrowing to 
pay interest? it is about as legitimate as 
paying fake dividends out of cavital stock. 


When twitted with these facts authorized 
by his own institution, the Reichsbank, Dr. 
Havenstein, the president, answered, yes, 
but Germany can go on just as long as her 
interest bill does not exceed her savings. In 
other words, he put down an equation of 
this sort: Production minus consumption 
equals interest bill. 


That was the dead line of danger. I could 
put this in terms of marks, but it is simpler 
to keep it in terms of the small man. So if 
& man raised $1000 of potatoes, and the cost 
of producing them and keeping his family 
was only $600, he could go on and borrow 
safely up to interest charges of the other 
$400, the supposition being he was a big 
enough foo] to want to give up all his profit 
to pay interest on a war slaying his sons 
and piling up a capital debt that can never 
be paid. 

As a matter of fact, on Germany's own 
figures, her.interest charges are already 
greater than all her savings, and her na- 
tional debt is already almost 50 per cent. of 
her entire population’s ownership. 


Will the German People Stand 
for Any More Bleeding ? 


ILL her people be willing to give up all 
their profits to pay interest on a boot- 
less debt? Will they be willing to give up 50 
per cent. of all they own to pay the debt 
itself? No wonder Haase, the Socialist, 
would not be gagged and cried out: “We 
must put on blinders not to see the abyss 
ahead. If the war goes on, our nation will 
be bled white and destroyed through exhaus- 
tion.” No wonder great manufacturers, like 
the owners of the Vulcan works, declare 
that war loans have now reached the point 
of levying blackmail. If a manufacturer will 
not subscribe, his works are confiscated. 
And up to the present, the German gov- 
ernment has not dared to suggest direct tax. 
ation as a means to meet the war's cost. 
The hope of indemnities has been dangled 
before the nation as a gambler’s lure, the 


te 


only escape from ruin, and loan after loan 
has. been floated to carry the interest 
charges on former loans. On the occasion 
of the last loan the loan boosters fairly 
shrieked in falsetto: 
“He who wants to break the domination of 
the wholesale murderers in Paris and Lon. 
don, he subscribes to the eighth loan. He, 
too, hurls his shot into the very heart of our 
mortal enemy, Anglo-Saxon world capitalism. 
For he ig helping to mow down the dollar 
kings and the Croesuses of the city, the 
trust robbers and grain extortioners, the 
servants of Mammon of London and New 
' York, all the evil 
spirits of bloodshed, 
“Open thy purse— 
better now than an 
hoaur from now! 
Go subscribe 
your bit! Give—- 
give—ring out the 
peace bells of the 
East! Give! Give! 
That we may soon 
be able to ring in 
the peace of the 
West, too! Give! 
Give! You assvred- 
Jy have money for 
that. 
. “The world confla- 
gration is being ex- 
tinguished. A victo- 
vious war loan will 
be a cold douche 
upon the war lust 
of our remaining en- 
emies. He who car- 
ries his money to 
the subscription 
‘place is carrying a 
pail or water to the 
burning house of hu- 
manity: through a 
long chain of many 
hands it becomes 
the quenching flood 
and the saving 
peace. The eighth 
war loan is a war 
shortening loan!” 
That was why the 
Secretary of the Im- 
perial Treasury de- 
clared: “We do not 
desire to increase by taxation the heavy 
burden which war throws upon our people; 
Cermany’s enemies deserve to drag the 
leaden weight through the centuries to 
come.” In other words, let the German 
people put cash up on loans now and the 
enemics shall repay with compound inter- 
est. 
The owner of the great Vulcan works de- 
clared he was promised a principality in 
Australia with 1,000,000 marks at a low rate 
of interest to develop it as his reward for 
supporting a great war of conquest. The 
wildest kind ef lottery devices were used to 
keep the people taking the loans. A man 
could buy his first war bond and borrow on 
it to buy his second war bond and take his 
second war bond and borrow on it to buy 
his third war bond and so on up to the ninth. 
At the end of the ninth, presumably, the 
bank or the government would possess mort. 
gages against the man's first eight bonds as 
well as the cash realized by each borrowing 
handed back through the bank window to 
the same power that held the mortgages. 


. We Americans may think our circus bark- 
ers have invented clever little shell games 
to part the fool and his money; but William 
has the fake circus barker beaten to a 
frazzle. He not only forces the loans—an 
old trick that cost French monarchs their 
heads—but he takes back the money so 
torced in the name of pure patriotism, and 
has his people hymn a chorusfto All Highest 
for his generosity, and kiss the imprint of 
the sole of his boot in gratitude. 


By way of keeping national savings up to 
interest charges.on war loans, all non-war 
industries have been shut “own. Workmen 
are urged to do without shoes and to wear 
the scantiest clothing. A dead drive has 
been made to get at the small savings-of the 
poor—the people who have only $100 hidden 
away, to get it and tank it in William’s 
bank and give the poor for it a piece of 
paper that will be utterly worthless if the 
war goes on another year; for they will be 
asked to mor'*°*s it to take another loan. 

All mew a:d foreign investments have 
been prohibited. Hoarding of gold and silver 
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has not only been forbidden, but coin haé 
been commandeered and the people given 
in its place paper money, which will not be 


worth the ink dried upon it if Germany fails 
to win the war. 


Who Will Pay the 1.0.U.’s 
That Are Piling Up? 


HE government takes the cash and gives 

the common MananIOU; and what is 
behind the IOU? National debts that equal 
half of all Germany's possessions of every 
sort under the sun. Forty billions of in. 
demnity would not clear Germany's feet of 
debt today, municipal and national; and doea 
any one see $40,000,000,000 lying round loose 
after this war? The United States had the 
largest store of actual gold coin at last re. 
port and that was only something over 
$3,000,000,000. 


It is an actua] fact that of the last three * 


German war loans only one-fifth was actual 
new money lured from ajding. The rest was 
loaned out of the window of the local bank 
and handed back through another window of 
the same bank, 

By and by, we'll suppose when the war 
is over, the government calls the mortgages 
on these various loans. The holder must;sell 
them to realize cash. The manufacturer 
must sell them to get coin to set up in 
business again. The importer must sell 
them to get coin to pay foreign nations for 
raw material, for foreign sellers will not 
take payment in beautifully engrossed note 
paper that is not worth fts value in ink. 
Foreign sellers must be paid in actual | 
money, 80 a great avalanche of Germany’s 
war bonds will be thrown, on the market 
for sale, 

Who will buy them? 
What foreign bankers? Certainly not 
French! Certainly not English! Certainly 
not American! Do you see a stampede to 
buy these German war bonds thrown on the 
Do you recall what 
was done with old southern money sewn up 
in mattresses and pillow slips? It was used 
to light the fire. : 


The Terrible Road of Price 
Inflation the People Travel. 


ET us have the All Highest Willie and his 
little shell game and come back at Ger- 
man finance from another road—the road of 
inflation, the hardest, rockiest road a be- 
fooled and befuddled people can possibly 
travel. 

Any school child knows that a dollar bank 
note is only of value inasmuch as it repre- 
sents value—coin or the exchange for goods 
equalling the coin in value. You put the 
note in one hand, the coin in the other: in 
sound finance they are supposed to be egual 
in value, and the coin is only of tabae oe it 
equals actual goods in value. 


We'll suppose the pile of goods stays the 
very same size and the pile of coin doubles 
in size. The goods have doubled in price, or 
the coin will buy only half as much as for- 
merly. We'll say before the war a barrel of 
flour equalled $5 in gold. Suddenly there 
was twice as much gold. The barrel oc? flour 
equalled $10 in gold, or $5 of gold bought 
only half a barrel of flour. That is what 
Price inflation by cheapened currency means. 

Before the war Germany always kept her 
circulating notes covered by silver or gold 
on hand to the extent of 48 per cent. Since 
the war—though latest returns are not avail.

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FEW weeks ago I quoted a New 
York physician, who called atten- 

' thon to the evil consequences follow- 
ing excision of the tonsils. I also re- 

ferred to a recent death from that cause. 
A correspondent sends me a clipping from 
a Redlands (Cal.} paper telling*of another 
death, that of Herbert King, the 17-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Fred B. King, who died 
after an operation for the removal of his 
tonsils, The boy was a popular student of 
the Redlands High School. 

A few days later I received from an 
M. D. correspondent another clipping, this 
time from a Pasadena (Cal.) paper, report- 
ing the death of Miss Elizabeth Edmund, 
who had enlisted as a volunteer in govern- 
ment service as a telephone operator with 
the American forces in France. Before go- 
ing she submitted to an operation for the 
re noval of “a minor physical defect’’— 
that ig to say, ber tonsils. Then, we are 
told, “in the course of the operation com- 
plications arose which no possible agency 
could have foreseen or prevented, and in 
the brief interval of time she passed away.” 
The physician, who sends me this, states 
that this was the second death In Pasadena 
hospitals in three days of persons who had 
undergone an operation for the removal of 
their tonsils. 

The report in the Pasadena newspaper 
says that this young woman “gave her life 
to her country.” J should rather say that 
she gave her life to the criminal medical 
mania for unnecessary surgical operations. 

Thus we see that an operation for the re- 
moval of the tonsils is not only unnecessary 
but harmful, and frequently dangerous. 

In Health Culture for June, John N. Mac- 
Kenzie, M.D., had a warning against the 
mania for cutting out the tonsils, in the 
course of which he said: 

“To subject a child to the tonsil opera- 
tion with all that it entails, when we have 
safer and more efficient measures at hand, 
is, to say the least, bad judgment and un- 
necessary surgery. 

“That the tonsil has some important mis- 
sion to fulfill is shown from its frequent 
_ fppearance after removal, a protest, as it 

- ‘were, on the part of nature against its de- 


struction of function; also by the vicarious 


activity of the neighboring lymphatic tis- 
stes, when its physiologic properties cease 
to exist. | 

“How are we to offset the irresponsibility 
of the responsible? But we hear on all 
sides——‘Look at the result.’ Result? Here 
is a partial list of results from the prac- 
tice, not of the ignorant, but of the most 
experienced and skilled. 


“Death from hemorrhage and shock, de- 
velopment of latent tuberculosis in lungs 
and adjacent. glands, laceration and other 
serious injuries of the palate and pharyn- 
geal muscles, great contraction of the 
parts. Severe infection of the wound, sep- 
ticemia, troublesome cicatrices, ear 
tions, troubles of vision and voice, ruin of 
singing voice, emphysema, septic pneu- 
monia, increased susceptibility to throat 
disease at the seat of operation, pharyngeal 

- quinsy, and last, but not least, tonsilitis! 
“Who, may I ask, is in the better position 
to advise, the surgeon or practitioner who, 
~ Without. sufficient knowledge, recommends 
enucleation of the tonsils, or those who 
have devoted their lives to the study of 
throat conditions, and who witness its dis- 

astrous and often fatal results? 

“The amount of reckless surgery done in 
this field will never be known or chronicled 

the pages of medical literature, but it 

y be found in its abiding place in the 
book of the recording angel. 

“Let us hope that the day is not far dis- 
tant when not only the profession but the 
public shall demand that this senseless 
slaughter be stopped. Is not this day of 
medical moral preaching and uplifting a 
fitting one to lift the public from the 
atmosphere in which it has been drugged, 
and for the reckless tonsillectomist a proper 
time to apply the remedy of the referendum 
and recall?”

Birds’ Eggs Tell. 


WELL-KNOWN entomologist was 
showing a friend his collection 
of birds and birds’ eggs. Just be- 

fore thte caller left there was brought 
out a tray filled with eggs, different in 
shape, size and color. Two owls’ eggs were 
nearly spherical in form; one large egg, a 
guillemot’s, was almost conical, so that it 
would roll round in a circle on a rocky ledge, 
and not roll off as an ordinary egg would. 
Each egg was marked with a fraction—1-6, 
1-8, 1-12, 1-18, and so on; and they bore no 
other inscription. 

In response to the visitor's query as to 
what birds laid those eggs, the entomologist 
replied: 

“] know a good many of them, but not all. 
However, I can tell you whether the birds 
that laid them were intelligent and affec- 
tionate mothers or not. 

“This big egg, marked 1-6, is one-sixth as 
heavy as the bird that laid it, the Australian 
megapode, or brush turkey. That bird piles 
up a huge mound of sticks, turf, and decay- 
ing vegetable matter, and leaves her eggs in 
this natural incubator. In due time the 
chicks break through their shells. They are 
strong, covered with feathers, and“in their 
mother’s absence find their food at once. 
Brush turkeys are stupid, easily lured, 
readily killed; the chick, you see, had no op- 
portunity to learn anything from its mother.

“Take now, two common Awerican birds, 
the plover and the meadow lark. They are 
about the same size, but their eggs are not. 
The plover’s egg is twice as heavy as the 
meadow lark’s. A crane is about as big as a 
stork; but the egg of a crane is twice as 
large as the stork’s egg. Meadow larks and 
storks are devoted mothers; plovers and 
cranes are not.” 

“But what,” asked the visitor, “has mother- 
liness to do with the largeness or smallness 
of an egg?” 

“Just this: an egg contains germ yolk 
that becomes the chick, and food yolk that 
nourishes the chick as it grows. A large 
egg means a full pantry. Until the food is 
used up, the chick need not chip its shell. 
Hence, chicks from large eggs are bigger 
and stronger and more mature than those 
from smaller eggs. A meadow lark aa it 
leaves its shell is tiny, weak, and helpless; 
it remains in the nest much longer than the 
plover, which comes from a much larger 
ezg. The mother meadow lark displays more 
care and affection toward her feéble brood 
than the sturdy plover chicks require from 
their mother. So with cranes and storks. 
Cranes lay their large eggs on marsh land; 
a few hours after hatching, the young birds 
are running about, quite able to take care of 
themselves. Storks build their nests on 
roofs, as a rule, and from their small eggs

MAKE THINGS HOT

Here, in convenient Siem. the 
Poisoned bait formula recommended 
by experts of the Bureau of Unto 
mology of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture for use in 
the protection of garden plants from 
cutworms: | 
. Mix theroughly one-fourth 
of white arsenic with a peck of dry 
bran. Stir a pint of cheap syrup or 
molasses into four to six quarts of 
' wacer. Use this te make up the 
poisoned bran into a mash Let 
Stand several hours to allow the 
bran to take up the arsenic. Other 
powdered arsenicals may be substi- 
tated if the amount is doubled. 

Late in the day scatter the mash 
thinly along the rews or around the 
base of the plants to be protected.

OOD WILD WIN THE WAR.” 


Orange Stea ling. 


HE recent announcement of the Orange 
T County Fruit Exchange that a reward. 

had been offered for the conviction on 
a petty or grand larceny charge of anyone 
stealing oranges in the Santa Ana distrit: 
reveals a deplorable condition which is sub- 
stantiated by news reporis from all sections 
of the citrus belt and by the statements of 
officials of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange. The inference to be drawn from 
the various reports is that organized ganzs 


of automobile thieves are operating among | 


the orange and lemon grovea. 

An investigation has revealed, too, that 
the situation has become far more serious 
than is indicated by straggling news re 
ports. It would seem that there is scarcely 
a citrus community which has not been vis- 
ited by these sneak thieves. . Ther. follow 
the boulevards in fast machines and, v crk- 
ing quickly on dark nights, get away with 


Jarge quantities of ripe ‘fruit, which toey 


later manage to market in some manner 
best known to themselves. Their plan 
seems to be to steal only a few oranges at 
a time from each tree and to cover a com- 
paratively large area. Their spoils, al- 
though aggregating in one night a good- 
sized load, are not missed immediately by 
the grove owners; in fact, the loss fre- 
quently is not recognized unti! the orange 
grower picks and markets his crop, when 
he finds his net returns far below what they 
should have been. Such stories would he 
hard to believe were they no* reported on 
reliable authority. 

The greatest sufferers, of course, are the 
non-resident owners and those situated 
along the paved boulevards. One young 
man, who has a ten-acre grove fn the north 


Orange county section and who lives in Los 


Angeles, depending upon neighbors to do 
his work and oversee his place, found, upon 
picking his crop, that not less than 20 per 
cent, of his oranges and nearly all hia lem- 
ons had been stolen. Not knowing what

the exact extent of his damage, which may 
have been even heavier than es:imated. 
Another non-resident owner, near Covina, 
is reported to have lest all but five boxe:

The present high market prices of citrus 
fruits have induced unugual activity among 
the thieves, Inasmuch as a load, even of 
small bulk, is now very valuable. The 
orange-stealing game is not a new one, but 
seems to have been developed this season 
to an extent never before attempted. 

No official action will be taken in the 
matter by the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change, according to E. G® Dezell, assistant 
general manager of the organization. The 
situation, he declares, is one which calls 
for action by the various district associa- 
tions, and he states that several of them 
have already requested the county authori- 
ties to co-operate by putting on extra depu- 
ties. 

-In some cases, he points out, individual 
growers have taken steps to protect their 
groves or have co-operated with their neigh- 
bors to hire watchmen. Many have posted 
signs warning trespassers away. The va- 
rious district organizations, Mr. Dezell be-” 
lieves, will undoubtedly have to tak2 steps 
before another year to patrol tne roads and 
groves regularly during the picking sea- 
sons.

But it is to be hoped that when the strong 
arm of the law or of en vutraged grove 
owner reaches out and grats one of them 
by the collar, he will be set up as an exam- 
ple for his fellow-coyotes and, by getting 
the heaviest dose of punishment the law 
allows, will te handed a ‘Jemeon” of such 
a bitter variety that he and all of his kind 
will not soon forget. it.

WHAT A LITTLE KNOWLEDGE COST 


ONE HOPEFUL ALFALFA GROWER. 


ERHAPS California, with all its varied 
products, agricultural, horticultural 

and mineral, offers to the newcomer 
no surer or more conservative an invest- 
ment than in its broad green acres of per- 
ennial alfalfa. They have brought many 
millions of dollars to the farmers of the 
State. Yet this apparently simple back-to 
nature method of making a livelihood—and 
something more—is full of traps and _ pit- 
falls to the uninitiated and unwary. 

Let me tell you my own experience; it 
may serve to scotch the get-rich-quick mag- 
got in some other Utopian brain. 

Wouldn't advertisement, worded some- 
what ds follows, appeal to any unprejudiced 
person? 

“FOR SALE—Forty acres of very desir- 
Fine stand, pumping 
plant, irrigating pipes, etc. Only two hun- 
dred dollars an acre. Two thousand dollars 
will handle this. Balance can be paid from 
the proceeds of the crop. Interest only 6 
per cent. Ten years’ time if necessary.” 

I bit. The obliging real estate.agent was 
very concise and ready with his figures. At 
an average annual yield of six tons -to the 
acre, selling at $10 a ton, three years would 
see one out of debt and on the high road 
to affluence. Did ever opportunity knock 
more loudly at any man’s door, even in 
California, that land of golden futures? 

WEATHER IN CONSPIRACY. 

It was a soft, sunshiny day in the month 

of March when I first saw those green, roll- 


ing acres, luscious to the eye, full of prom- 
ise for the pocketbook, Possibly my imag- 
ination, like the spring morning, was all 
too soft and sunshiny. My friend, the real 


estate man, who stuck to me like a leech, 


Was quick to take advantage of my opti- 
mistic impression. I seized the forelock he 
Offered befs e it passed away like a com- 
et's tail. ‘dhe stand of alfalfa sprouting 
beautifully after the long winter rains was 
close and even; the air was fragrant, the 
sky bright and clear, the prospect was a 
dream, a poem, a symphony in green and 
blue. Now the green and the blues are 
very distinct; the green of easy confidence 
and the blues of disillusion. 

A little knowledge is a dangerous thing. 
The few tips I had stored up as to the ear- 
marks of a good alfalfa fleld were the very 
cause of my undoing because they were 
only half-digested. And applied premature- 
ly. For instance: 

I had been cautioned to look out.for Ber- 
muda grass, that pest which has caused so 
much sweat, profanity and shrunken prof- 
its to the farmers of this State. As I walked 
through the growing alfalfa I saw none 
present. Yet it was there all right and it 
began to make a arave showing about the 
end of May. 

THEY WERB ALL THERE. 

Dodder, too, I had heard of, known more 


generally as love-vine—-because the closer 
it elings the greater the ruin—but I had 
never studied its habits. In March it is 
still dormant; the golden tendrils began to 
appear in the-second cutting till by July it 
dotted the whole ranch with picturesque 
circles of yellow velvet. Fox-tail and nee- 
dle-grass sometimes ruin the first two cut- 
tings, but these were conspicuous by their 
absance, except in five acres of bottom land 
in the southwest corner of the ranch. And 
let me say here that sandy bottom produced 


-more hay in September than all. the thirty 


and one clean acres of weedless hiliside. 

The elevation of the rolling mesa insured 
its freedom from another drawback, the in- 
sidious alkali. Here, too, I was all to the 
good. Lastly there was the gopher who 
gnaws off the tap roots of the plants and 
does incalculable damage; and behold! save 
in the afore-mentioned bottom land, no go-| 
pher mounds were apparent in all the ver- 
dant prospect. 

The water supply was copious, being 
sucked up by a forty-horse power engine 
from the underground seepage of the Santa 
Ana River. A glistening pile of ten-inch 
galvanized iron surface pipe, according to 
the statement of the commission-hungry 
real‘estate agent, changed the task of irri- 
gating from ditches into a gent 2 pastime 
for tender infants. It also made the ob- 
viously ungraded condition of the ground a 
matter of no account. Everything was 
ideal on that balmy day in spring. 

THEN THE AWAKENING. 


Looking back now, free from ‘the hypnotic 
influences of the time, the place, the man, 


the discovery of the joker in the deck 
seems ridiculously simple. I had failed to 
properly investigate the nature of the soil. 
No weeds grew in that delusive forty-acres 
because not even a fox-tail could penetrate 
its adamantine crust. The gopher had too 
much respect for his claws and teeth to 
risk them on that armor-plated subsoil. In 
fact it was a solid hill (1 had nearly spelled 
it with an “e”) of hard-pan. By taking ad- 
vantage of the two or three days in the 
year when that refractory gumbo was 
amenable to the plow the enterprising own- 
er bad managed to drill in a stand of al- 
falfa and generous irrigating at a fearful 
cost in distillate had kept the stand alive 
during the previous summer. 

Oh, yes! alfalfa would grow thére, but it 
never attained a heizht of more than six 
inches. The only way to harvest it was 
with a lawn mower. My ranch would have 
made a beautiful park for a millionaire’s 
residence; but, as a means for producing 
the necessary millions wherewith to buy 
the park, it was about as useful as snow- 
shoes will be to that glib-tongued agent 
when he has finished his lucrative pilgrim- 
age through this world of babes and suck- 
ers. 

At the beginning of my alfalfa experi- 
ences I rather resentea the remark of a 
sturdy Dutch farmer who owned an adjoin- 
ing farm in the sandy bottom lands. He 
had been watching me with a whimsical 
Smile as I was stringing out the ten-inch 
pipe for my first essay at irrigating. — 

“A tough piece of land, that, neighbor,” 
he said with a strange, slow smile. 

“Oh, I don’t know!” i replied airily. 
looks pretty good to me.” 

“Yes,” he said still smiling. “But it takes 
a man with a strong back and a weak mind 
to stay with it.” 

Of course, I set him down as a knocker. 
But when the hard clay had been soaked 
till it resembled a quagmire, when I had 
twice lost my gum boots through the suc- 
tion of that sticky mass, when I had tried 
vainly for ten minutes to wrench off an un- 
wieldly length of the surface pipe, chock’!

isan I concluded that it required a stouter 
back and a weaker mind than mine to en- 
joy this exercise recommended by my real- 
estate friend (I was nearly leaving out the 
“r’) as a “pastime for tender infants.” | 

AND THE MORAL. 

T am no longer an alfalfa grower. A com- 

posite reincarnation of Methuselah and 


Croesus might pceerribly pay for that prop- 
erty out of the proceeds of the crop; but 
| feel certain that Hercules, for his, would 
have taken the Augean stables. 

Probably even Paradise has some poorer 
spots. Mother Nature has been especially 
kind to these sun-kissed regfons of the 
West. But she has varied the perfection 
with a few pitfalls lest it become monoto- 
nous. As a warnine to others against these 
one or two pitfalls I have chronicled my 
own sad experiences. So one word in con- 
clusion: 

Before buying an alfalfa ranch see what 
it looks like in the months of September 
and October. Spring is the season to get 
rid of non-paying properties. Beware of 
ungraded lands where you have to force the 
water uphill through cumbrous ten-inch 
pipes. Shun hard-pan as you would the 
devil. And if any of my readers should, 
like myself, be captivated on some balmy 
day in spring by a similar piece of fancy 
scenery, May the Lord give him a strong 
back to compensate for his mental de- 
ficiency!

Japan is now mak- 
ing efforts to increase ter wheat acreage 
greatly: also to build ships for carrying 
Japanese and Australian wheat in the Pa- 
cific trade.

to come is the factor that is keeping 

many of .us at a nervous tension, with 
the results that many people are going out 
of business rather than assume any further 
risks of future depression and possible fail- 
ure. Particularly is this spirit more or less 
prevalent in the poultry industry, with the 
results that many are selling off their flocks, 
while others are reducing them to mere 
fragments in the hope that economic con- 
ditions will be restored to normal, when 
flocks can again be rehabilitated. To cver- 
come this the government has sought to 
encourage a larger production of poultry on 
the farms and among suburban dwellers, 
the idea being that fowl could largely be 
maintained on what would otherwise go to 
waste. Some’ progress may have devel- 
oped along these lines, but we seriously 
question if it has wielded any considerable 
influence on commercial egg production nor 
increased the volume of product to any ap- 
preciable extent. The high cost of produc- 
tion has outrun the prevailing price for 
eges so that the margin of profithovers 
too near the danger line to be alluring and 
encouraging to the producer. It Is all very 
well to advise farmers, pack-lotters and ex- 
clusive egg farmers to hang on in the hope 
pf better conditions; but unless their ef- 
frorts at least afford a living return, they 
must sooner or later tire of the game. To 
tell them that destruction of flocks is fatal 
has no terrors, because running at a loss 
leads alike to the same result. We may 
argue that poultrymen should recognize na- 
tional food requirements; that in conse 
fais every effort should be made to main- 


ts fear that something worse is yet 


production; that breeders should grow 
much of their own food as possible: and 
-that good breeding stock must be main- 
tained if the industry is to be rehabilitated 
after the war is over. But how is this pos- 
sible if cost of production hovers around 
the danger point, and often veers to that 
of definite loss? 

It is an axiom of trade that all products 
advance in price to a point that is recog- 
nized in the trade as the “dead line:” that 
is, the price advances to a point when a 
particular commodity refuses to “move;” 
in other words, purchasing power is re- 
duced to a deadline. With eggs this hovers 
about the 45 and 50-cent mark, which ren- 
ders it all the more difficult for the egg 
farmer. Unless his product can be made 
.to move freely at 50 to 60 cents per dozen, 
we can see no immediate relief for him. 
To bring about a better state of affairs one 
thing is essential, viz. he must increase 
the consumption of his product by a cam- 
paign of education demonstrating its nu- 
tritive values, which in turn will strengthen 
its commercial importance.

Eggs Before the Candie. 


As is well known, almost all eggs han- 
died in commercial quantities are candled, 
which establishes a basis of quality by elim-

the breeder who markets only fresh hen 
fruit, and “spots” the fellow who is careless 
in his poultry operations; it leads to im- 
provement in the quality of commercial 
eggs; it conserves transportation and han- 
dling by eminiating the “off” and worthless 
specimens; and finally it conforms to law. 
Just what. practical candling reaNy shows 
is given in a circular of the Department of 
Agriculture, from which we take the fol- 
lowing salient paragraphs: 


A good, fresh egg should have a small 
air space. The yolk should not be very 
plain. There should be no black spots or 
rings. Sometimes the egg shell will have 
fine cracks in it. This is commonly known 
as a “check” egg, and should not be shipped 


with first quality eggs, as it rots very 
quickly. 


Blood rings are partially incubated eggs 
and show a distinct ring of blood on the 
yolk. They are classed as ‘unfit for food 
and should be rejected. a 

Moldy eggs generally have cracked shells, 
and show block spots before the candle. 
*They are unfit for food. ; 

Black spots look more or less black be- 
fore the candle, and°’are unfit for food. 

Mixed rots, white rots or addled eggs 
when turned before the candle show the 
yolk more or less mixed up with the white. 
They are unfit for food. . 

Stuck yolks are eggs with the yolks ap- 
parently stuck to the shell When given 
a rapid twist, if the yolk dces not float free 
the eggs is unfit for food. If theeyolk floats 
free and is not broken, it may be sold for 
food, but is of inferior quality. 

Heated eggs are due to careless handling. 
They are caused by exposure to the sun or 
other heat which starts decomposition. 
They are usually found only in the summer 
time, and before the candle will show very 
dark, heavy yolks.

Telling Ages of Fowis. 


To the old hand at the game it is not dif- 
ficult to arrive at a reasonably-accurate con- 
clusion as to the age of fowl, and especially 
to distinguish pu'lets from hens; but to the 
novice the subject is not without its diff- 
culties. In case of the former, says a re- 
cent number of Poultry, the surface under 
the wings will be found interspersed with 
minute rose-colored veins, which are totally 
absent in birds that are more than twelve 
months old. Again, there will be found, 
with pullets, a fair supply of long, silky 
hair, which disappears directly the first 
molt is concluded. In the hen, the skin 
will be found to be perfectly white and free 
from either veins or hairs; hence It is easy, 
at. a single glance, to estimate correct 
whether a bird is under or over the age 
that acts as a line of demarcation between 
juvenile and adult stock. 


Additional evidence is the formation of 
the pelvic bones which, in a pullet, are 
much closer than in the hen that has passed 
the pullet age. At two years they are much 
“wider than at one year, so that birds of this 
age can be readily distinguished from those 
of, say, fifteen and eighteen months. The 
third point of difference is observable in 


scales are thin and brilliant. The skin gets 


coarser and stronger and the scales harder . 


as the bird grows, and the'nail of the first 
toe, which does most of the work, gets 
much worn. There is also a difference in 
the eyelids. They acquire wrinkles as the 
bird gets older; and there is also a slightly 
shfivelled look on the face. This, with age, 
becomes more and more pronounced. 


Breeding Stock and the War. 


It seems to be the concensus of opinion 
among poultry breeders in the East and the 
Allied nations of Europe that there will be 
a tremendous demand for breeding stock 
the moment peace is declared and indus- 
tries in the belligerent nations again be- 
come active and normal. And it is further 
conceded that Ameriea will have to meet 
that demand. This presents an anomalous 
condition: Here we are, on account of the 
high cost of foods, constantly reducing the 
number of poultry on the hoof, with the 
prospect of a market at good prices in the 
future. The question is not as to the mar- 
ket when peace is declared, but how long 
will it be before that happens? What poul- 


trymen need and must have is a profitable 


market right now. 

To restock the poultry on the farms of 
Belgium and France would require millions 
of birds, which is, of course, out of the 
question, But foundation stock can be sup- 
plied, which would rapidly increase if no 
hens of each breed and variety were killed 
off for table purposes. To meet demands 
certain breeds and varieties were suggest- 
ed by Mr. Edward Brown, in his talk at 
Txposition Park, viz. Fowls for eggs-——Leg- 
horns, Campines, Plymouth Rocks, Wyan- 
dottes; Fowls for flesh—-Orpingtons, Sus- 
sex,) Malines; Ducks—Peking (American 
type.) Indian Runners; Geese—Embden; 
Turkeys—Bronze.

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS. IN PARAGRAPHS. 


RESNO,—Formal steps have been taken 
for the formation of an irrigation dis- 
trict on the west side of the San Joa 
Guin River to comprise 426,127 acres, taking 
fh portions of Merced, Stanislaus and 
Fresno counties. Former Congressman J. C. 
Needham is the attorney for the proponents 
of the district. The petitioners, if the sig- 
matures are found sufficient, will next pre 
Sent the matter to the State Engineer for 
approval, If this is forthcoming, an election 
will be called. The boundaries of the pro- 
posed district will make it the second larg- 
est in the State, only exceeded in acreage 
by the one formed last year in the Imperial 
Valley, with an acreage of half a million. 
The assessed valuation of the lands in the 
district proposed is $9,713,177. About one- 
half of the land is now under cultivation. 


ORANGE—-Orange county will this year 
produce 750,000 bags of lima and blackeye 
beans, as compared with 600,000 sacks last 
year, present prospects indicate. The acre- 
age is increased and the per acre yield is 
expected to exceed last year. Unless a bad 
hot wave Visits this section within the next 
few weeks, a banner crop will result. Prices 
are not being quoted and on account of 
possible Federal action the farmers are 
“up in the air” regarding possible returns 
from their beans. 


REDLANDS.—Arthur Gregory, general 
manager of the Mutual Orange Distributors 
since the marketing agency was organized, 
has resigned, the resignation to take effect 
September 1. The Mutual] Orange Distribu- 
tors ig second only to the California Fruit 
Exchange in the amount of fruit handled 
each year. C. P. Earley of Boston, Mass., 
has been made the general manager of the 
company, which has offices in this city. . Mr. 
Barley was formerly in the fruit business 
in this State, but for some time has been 
the general eastern agent of the Mutual 
Orange districts. A. M. baie will con- 
tinue as sales manager; Tillotson as 
assistant sales manager, and J. S. Stewart 


as manager. 


CHINO.—G, T, Dennis, a. rancher living 
betwa@en Chino and Pomona, is heading a 
campaign to exterminate the June bug pest, 
which is threatening to do great damage 
to the trees in this section. They are at- 
tacking the leaves of the apricot, peach, 
plum, and even walnut trees, and are pres- 
ent in such numbers that Mr. Dennis says 
the situation is alarming. The bugs He 
around the foot of the trees and on the 
ground during the daytime, but at night fy 
about among the trees, eating the leaves. 
Mr. Dennis has a manner of killing thou- 
sands of them, which he believes will be 
effective in the elimination of a great part 
of the pest if the rest of the ranchers take 
it up. He saturates some dirt in the bot- 
tom of a pan with “tops,” a poor grade of 
oil of distillate, and suspends this pan over 
a tub of water. When the oil is lighted 
the bugs.are attracted to the light at night, 
with the result that they are burned and 
drowned by the thousands. Where it is pos- 
sible to allow chickens to run among the 
trees, it is said that the fowls will eat a 
great many of the pests.

SANTA ANA —Between $00 and 1000 
tons of chilis are expected to be handled 
this year in the gannery of the California 
Packing Company here, beginning the Iat- 
ter part of August. Seven hundred and 
fifty acres of pimentos have been contracted 
and these will begin to arrive before the 
chilis aré out of the way, keeping the can- 
nery busy probably until Christmas. The 
cannery may have a short run on refugee 
beans, beginning about August 10. Over 
$100,000 was disbursed in wages last year, 
and Supt. J. W. Shumate announces up to 
850 women and girls will be employed this 
year with increased compensation, bring- 
ing the total season's wages to well above 
the $100,000 mark. 

BRYN MAWR.—The farmers of this sec- 
tion who planted heavily to alfalfa this 
year are reaping their reward, for the 
weather has been almost ideal for hay crops 


and each cutting seems to be heavier and 


better than the one before. There is not 
much chance of the alfaifa price dropping 
as low as it does some years, in spite of 
the fact that the crop stored by here prom- 
ises to be better than it hag been for some 
time. There ig a steady demand for the 
hay and some of the farmers have been 
able to sell their cuttings in advance at 
prices that insure them handsome returns 
from their labor, water and seed. Farm- 
ers are predicting that the price of hay 
will not be quite so high next year, but 
whether it.is going to result in a drop of 
milk price¥ is another matter. So far the 
dairymen have made no signs of a let-down 
in price, although they announced that an 
increase was necessary because of the high 
price of feed. A. Gregory, owner of Mari- 
gold farm, one of the big farms near here, 
has the finest stand of alfalfa on his 650 
acres ever grown here, it ig believed. 


TERRA BELLA.—The Terra Bella irri- 
gation district is considering bids for the 
second allotment of district bonds, in the 
sum of $150,000, which sum is needed for 
construction purposes. Around $700,000 
has been expended in building the first units 
of the system, which is destined, when fin- 
ished, to irrigate 12,000 acres of citrus and 
olive lands. There has been a big demand 
for water this season and the district feels 
the need of expanding its water supply and 
distributing system. Considerable acreage 
under the system has been put into corn 
this year as a war measure. All of the 
water comes from underground sources and 
is distributed in steel pipes under pres- 
sure. The operating costs for the season 
are well under the engineer’s estimate. 


SANTA BARBARA.—The Santa Barbara 
Community Drying and Canning plant has 
been completed. The plant has been 
financed through the efforts of Franklin 
Pryce Knott, by Montecito’s wealthy resi- 
dents. It ig planned to dry and can the 
vegetables and fruits raised in the war 


gardens of this city, started through the 
personal efforts of Mayor H, T. Nielson 
and Charles W. Kirk. Produce from over 
the county will be handled by the plant, 
which is to be conducted without any idea 
of making a profit. The plant will be 
capable of handling two tons of fruit and 
daily.

PRECAUTIONS FOR PREVENTION 
OF SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION, |

hay, symbo! ordinarily of happy pros- 
perity, may contain within it the lurk- 
ing spirit of a fire that will sweep a farm- 
stead. Many destructive blazes, points out 


‘a Department of Agriculture bulletin on fre, 


prevention, have been caused by a sponta- 
neous ignition of hay, especially clover and 
alfalfa. The first cutting of the latter 
seems to be most dangerous. The combus- 
tion, however, -cannot continue long with- 
out oxygen and may cease without coming 
to the surface. Its presence can be de- 
tected by a peculiar sooty odor or by smoke 
irritating to the eyes. It may take place 


from a few days to several weeks after the 


hay is put ‘up.

: MUTTON ANIMALS IN THE LEAD. 


| NOTABLE DUROGJERSEY HOGS 
COME TO SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA.” 


HEDP raising primarily for mutton pro- 
S duction and secondarily for wool is 

steadily advancing in thig country. At 
the present time 45 per cent. of the sheep 
belong to those of the mutton blood, 35 per 
cent. to those of fine wool and 20 per cent. 
to the crossbreeds. Ten years ago the mut- 
ton sheep were 35 per cent. of all sheep, tine- 
wool sheep 41 per cent., and crossbreeds 
24 per cent., and consequently during this 
period one-tenth of the national flock has 
changed from wool to mutton as the chief 
purpose. While mutton sheep have thus in- 
creased their percentage of all sheep by ten 
during as many years, fine-wool sheep have 
lost 6% from this percentage and the cross- 
breeds 3%. 

Thig information is supplied by a recent in- 
vestigation by the United States Department 
of Agriculture and accords with the advice 
and propaganda of the department in recent 
years in favor of meat production. The 
tendency !n this direction in the sheep indus- 
try is doubtless economic, and ig not the 
result of a concerted purpose by sheep keep- 
ers to prefer mutton and lamb production to 
wool regardless of relative profit. . 

IN THE WESTERN STATES. 

This revolution of recent years in the 
sheep industry, which is now presumably 
continuing, is largely characterized in the 
national average by the Western and Pa- 
cific States, In which more than one-half 
of the sheep are found mostly on ranges. 
The fine-wool sheep are 46 per cent. of all 
sheep in that group of States, a loss of 7 
in the percentage in 10 years; the cross- 
breed sheep are 22 per cent., a loss of 2%; 
and these losses have gone to the mutton

The greatest advance in this movement 
has been made in the North Atfintic States, 
in which farmers’ markets are near and 
the people have an active taste for mutton 
and lamb. In these States 62 per cent. of 
the sheep are of thé mutton bloods, a gain 
of 20 in the percentage in 10 years; only. 
17 per cent. are fine-wool sheep, a loss of 
17; and 21 per cent. are crossbreeds, a 
loss of 3. 

The least change in percentages has oc- 
curred in the South Atlantic States, where 
the mutton sheep were formerly a high 
fraction and are now 68 per cent. of all 
sheep in that region, a gain of 2% in 10 
years; the crossbreeds are 24 per cent., or 
about the same as 10 years ago, while in 
all other groups of States they have rela- 
tively diminished, and the fine-wool sheep 
are only 7 per cent., a loss of nearly 3 dur- 
ing the period. 

FINE-WOOL 

At the present time the South Atlantic 
States have the lowest fraction of fine-wool 
sheep, 7 per cent., and the North Atlantic 
States are next with 17 per cent.; the high- 
est fraction, 46 per cent., is in the Western 
and Pacific group, and next below are the 
South Central States, with 30 per cent. 

Mutton sheep are as high as 68 per cent. 
of the sheep in the South Atlantic and West 
North Central States, and as low as 32 per 
cent. in the Western and Pacific States and 
44 per cent. in the South Central. 

Ohio is by far the leading sheep” State 
outside of the Western and Pacific group 
and has 3,000,000 sheep, about one-half of 
which are now mutton bloods; 
years ago the fraction was nearly two-fifths 


‘CATTLEMEN HOLD AN 
IMPORTANT MEETING. 


The recent meeting of representatives of 
the beef industry from every part of the 
State, held at Davis, following an extensive 
organizing trip by L. A. Nares, member of 
the Federal Live Stock Commission for Cal- 
ifornia, resulted in the formation of what is 
expected to become one of the most power- 
ful co-operative movements in the Wea‘, the 
California Cattlemen's Association. The 
cattle industry of the State is said to 
amount to more than $70,000,000 annually. 

While the immediate object of the asso- 
ciation is to establish closer co-operation 
between the producers and the Federal and 
State Food Administrator and thus to in- 
crease and maintain production, the per- 
manent organization, representing all dis- 
tricts, is expected to wield a powerful in- 
fluence for the good of its members. In 
order to place the association upon a sound 
footing it was decided to divide the State 
into five zones, each composed of counties 
possessing allied interests and conditions. 
The districts are as follows: (1) Southern 
California; (2) San Joaquin Valley; (3) 
Coast counties south of San Francisco; (4) 
Central California and Sacramenta Valley, 
including the adjacent mountain counties; 
(5) extreme northern counties. 

The Committee on Orzanization for dis- 
trict one is composed of M. Arbuckle of 
Imperial and G:. C. Waterhouse of Ventura, 
who will continue in office indefinitely. 

In addition to entering into general dis- 
cussions which developed into a veritable 
clearinghouse of useful ideas from all sec- 
tions of the State, the cattlemen adopted 
resolutions which recommended, among 
other things: 

That the organization undertake a cen- 
sus of beef cattle in. the State; that a 
spread of $3.60 a hundred pounds should be 
recognized as a fair one between the price 
paid for the feeder and the price asked for 
the finished steer: that public slaughter- 
houses are not to be recommeatded in Call- 
fornia at this time: that the “middleman” 
is a necessity. to the cattle business, but the 
“commission man” should be eliminated: 
that action be taken toward securing the 
establishment of factories for the canning 
of beef in some central California point to 
take care in this State of live stock that 
now is being marketed outside of the State. 

A resolution calling for the importation 
of 300,000 Chinese laborers into California 
to help out on the farms was voted down.

FPTER having made an exhaustive 
A search through the States of the corn 
belt with instructions to buy for the

Prof. Pew, who has had charge 
of the Iowa State herd, is considered one of 
the leading breeders of the United States,

He is sirea by a son of King of the Col- 
onels and ig from a sow of Golden Model 
breeding. On his sire’s side he descends 
directly from the breeding of 8. BE. Morton 
of Ohio, who has probably produced as 
many high-class Durocs as any other breed- 
er in the country. The Golden Model breed- 
ing on the dam's side has made the Wablt- 
meyer herd of Melborne, lowa, famous. 


Hogs have been bred on the Biliot-Brant

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MYSTERIOUS BEAN TROUBLE D 
| TO PERFECTLY NATURAL CAUSES.

ECENTLY numerous complaints have 
been heard from the east-central part 
of the county of a mysterious trouble 

affecting a large part of the Lady Wash- 
ington beans in that section. The writer 
and others have spent some time in looking 


Over the situation and it is the. writer's 


opinion that the trouble may be largely laid 
to early planting followed by unfavorable 
climatic conditions, together with a certain 
amount of thrip injury. 

The bean is a heat-loving plant, particu- 
larly certain varieties, such as the Tepary, 
Blackeye and Lady Washington. It de- 
mands a warm soil for germination and 
only grows well during warm weather. Oi 
course, it does not relish intense dry heat, 
such as occurred last season and which 
caused the burning of the lower leaves. 
but it does require good warm growing 
weather. Practically all of the experiments 
carried on in Various parts of the State 
have demonstrated the advisability of 
planting Lady Washington beans late in the 
season, as late as July 1, frequently being 
Satisfactory. This peculiar dwarfed, curled 
leaf condition is almost entirely confined 
to the y planted beans. 


UNFAVORABLE START. . 


We have had no real growing weather 
until que recently. It is well known and 
recognized by plant physiologists that just 
as the colt or pig may be stunted by lack 
of sufficient feed, so plants may be stunted 
or held back by adverse conditions, a.cong 
which are unfavorable growing weather. 
After the early plantings came up, the 
weather wag relatively cool and there have 
been frequent fogs in the section where 
this trouble is most prevalent until quite 
recenly, which furnished conditions con- 
ducive to the stunting of the beans. 

Not all of the plants are affected, how- 
ever, which may be attributed to variation 
in seed vitality. A weak seed will grow a 


weak plant and such a plant will be easiest 
affected by any adverse conditions. Weak 
plants, together with cool weather, fre- 
quently makes injury from the soil fungus 
Rhizoctonia serious. Some such injury 
could be found a short time ago, but the 
recent hot weather has apparently caused 
thesplants to grow out of it. Chewing of 
the leaves by the flea beetle and diabrotica 
is fairly prevalent. 
THRIPS ON JOB, 


There is a certain amount of thrip in- 
jury shown also in the disfigured and spot- 
ted leaves. When the plants were in the 
seed-leaf stage the thrips were present in 
some numbers and the Small leaf surface 
presented caused them to concentrate on 
the young leaves which were then just 
being produced. These leaves were chewed 
and have since grown out distorted and 
spotted, whereas the rapid increase of leaf 
area, together with climatic conditions, have 
caused the thrips to be less injurious and 
the plants have*largely grown away from 
danger from thrip injury. 

The resemblance of the curled and spot- 
ted condition of the leaves to Curly Dw 
and Curl Leaf in potatoes has led some 
persons to believe that we are dealing 


‘with an analagous condition to Mosaic in 


beans and there is, of course, a possibility 
that this may be the case. If this be 
true, the remedy will probably lie in se- 
lection of seed only from nonaffected plants, 

As the writer sees it, there is nothing to 
do but to keep the plants in as thrifty a 
condition as possible. Many of these 
stunted plants are beginning to bloom and 
may grow out of this condition and bear a 
fair crop. Some undoubtedly will note set 
a satisfactory crop, but there is no remedy 
which would enable them to do so If 
weather conditions remain favorable there 
is a strong possibility that the plants may 
yet set some beans. :

| POTASH RESOURCES 


OF UNITED STATES. 


The question of whether America can 
expect to produce her own potash has long 
bothered agricultural experts. New light 
ig thrown on the subject in a recent bulle- 
tin of the Bureau of Soils of the United 
States Department.of Agriculture. 

The bulletin gives a careful analysis of 
the probable potash supply to be had from 
the cement industry when apparatus for its 
recovery has been universally installed. 

On the basis of an average production of 
90,000,000 barrels of cement, the total potash 
escaping at present amounts to about 87,000 
tons annually, it is said. It has been demon- 
strated commercially that 90 per cent. of 
this potash is recoverable and experiments 
show that 95 per cent. of this amount is 
in available form, or may readily be made 
available. On this basis there would he a 
production of approximately 75,000 tons of 
available potash each year. 

Since only about 50 per cent, of the pot- 
ash in the raw material is ordinarily vola- 
tilized in the process of making cement, as 
handled at present, there is a prospect of 
still further quantities to be made available 
from this source. 

The present high prices of potash are en- 
couraging installation of collecting appar- 
atus by cement plants and when once in- 
stalled the cost of potash recovery is small, 
it is declared. ; 


“DON’T FORGET SILO.” 

“Don't forget your silo,” is the advice to 
the beef-cattle farmer by specialists of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. In 
every case, the specialists say, a sufficient 
acreage to provide crops to fill the silo 
should be provided by beef-cattle farmers. 
This will assure that the silo investment will 


_yleld its proper annual return and prevent 


losses coming from giving the cattle more 
expensive feeds. The comparative cheap- 
ness with which cattle can be fitted for mar- 
ket with silage insures that well-filled silos 
will be a paying investment. It is good

WORLD'S LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY. 


SUPPORT 


F SALT were completely eliminated from 
the human and animal diet, we are told 
by scientists, disastrous consequences 

would inevitably result. Although some of 
the ancient peoples are said to have ex- 
isted without it through eating partially 
cooked fish and other foods in which the 
‘patural salts had not been reduced, salt 
has, since time immemorial, been one of 
the staples of the world. It has even been 
used for money, and some of the oldest 
trade routes in the world were built for the 


transportation of salt. 

In so far as human dietetics is concerned, 
salt in comparatively large quantities is ab- 
solutely essential with a strictly vegetable 
diet, and is almost as necessary in the or- 
dinary diet, consisting partly of meats. Like- 
wise all herbivorous animals (those living 
upon vegetable food,) must have consider- 
able quantities of salt. Hogs, when fed tank- 
age or other meats or meat products, are 
said to require less salt than when fed 
grain and forage. Cattle, sheep, goats and 
horses and all their kin, both domestic and 
wild, require salt. 


“SALTING” THE STOCK. 


Animals in the wild @ate usually find nat- 
ural “licks” where deposits of salt exist. 
Domestic animals are, as a rule, dependent 
upon men for their ration, and neglect “in 
“salting” is a serious matter, resulting in 
digestive disturbance, malnutrition and dis- 
ease. Salt fs cheap—so cheap that neglect 
in supplying the needs of domestic animals 
can be ascribed to nothing less than thought- 
lessness or carelessness. Although there 
has been much discussion as to whether 
salt should be kept constantly before all 
classes of animals or supplied them at regu- 
lar intervals, it is now generally agreed 
that the best practice, when feasible, is to 
keep a supply on hand to which the animals 
have ready access at all times. 

Where sheep and cattle are running on 
the open range, it ig not always possible to 
keep salt constantly before the animals, and 
the usual practice is to put fit out about once 
a week in small quantities, either in portable 
troughs, on rocks and stumps or even di- 
‘rectly on the ground. Theres little doubt 

at’ neglect in salting, due to the difficuity 

‘Ot tfansporting and distributing the com- 
Omeait¥, has’in the past caused losses of no 
cOnsequence on the ranges. Experi- 
‘met’ conducted by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in co-operation with 
the Forestry Service, indicate that con- 


siderable expense is justified in order to keep || 
an adequate supply of this essential on the 


range at all times. Hundreds of bags of 
coarse stock salt are taken into the moun- 
tains in the various ranze States every year 
on the backs of pack animals. The principal 
expense of salting, in such cases, is in trans- 
portation and distribvtion. In some of the 
big outfits it amounts to a considerable sum 
in a year, but is considered a necessary ex- 


pense. 
IN THE DAIRY. 
®et the relation of salt to agriculture is 


far more important than is indicated mere- 
ly by its use on the ranges. Among the 
farmers, the dairymen, who recognize the 
necessity of using plenty of salt to insure 
maximum milk-production, are perhaps the 
heaviest buyers. There seems to be a great 
difference of opinion among the dairy fra- 
ternity as to whether milch cows should at 
all times have free access to salt or re- 
ceive it at stated intervals. The practice 
Of keeping it in boxes in the feed-lots and 
pastures is favored in some sections, while 
in others the farmers prefer to give it in 
the feed troughs in the milking barn, either 
6prinkling it over the grain or distributing 
it after feeding. A form of prepared salt- 
brick, designed for use at the stanchion, 
and licked by the animal, has been exploited 
with considerable success. 

These compressed bricks are also sold for 
use in stables. Anyone who has kept salt 
from a horse for some time and then placed 
it before the animal, is well aware of the 
eagerness with which the dumb beasts 
await their allowance. One argument for 
keeping it constantly before the animais is 
the fact that they take but little at a time 
and seem to return to it frequently. If the 
galt is withheld, some authorities argue, the 
egg too much when it is placed be- 


REDUCING SALT COST. 


Quantity buying of salt has been practiced 
with great success by many associations and 
organizations of farmers and stockmen. The 
saving in price and freight is considerable, 
the latter item being of course the deter- 
mining one in figurine the salt bill in any 
livestock business. Freight and transporta- 


business. The sheep is perhaps the most 
susceptible of our domestic animals to an 
insufficiency of salt, showing the results al- 
most immediately. 

Mahy farmers make an effective saving 
on their salt bilis by taking several bar- 
rele at a time in co-operation with neigh- 
bors. Buying by the barrel is, in fact, feasi- 
ble on almost any farm and has the ad- 
vantage over handling in bags of provid- 
ing a better and smaller storage place and 
a means of keeping the salt in good shape 
until used. 

Salt as a medium for giving tonics and 
remedies to stock has become the basis 
of an enormous industry in the United 
States. There are hundreds of farmers 
who use regularly and with good results 
the standard prepared “stock salts,” con- 
taining ingredients generally recognized as 
beneficial to stock. It is but natural that 
any farm animal should assimilate to best 
advantage such remedies when given: with 
the salt, which the animal is sure to take 


regularly. 
OTHER USES. 


The relation of salt to agriculture does 
not end with its use by man and animals, 
however. What farmer is there who has 
not used it to preserve hides and pelts, 
to make brine for pickling and .to preserve 
meats? 

In some sections of the country it is 
customary to use salt in stacking hay, put- 
ting a sprinkling over every layer. This 
is thought to preserve the hay as well as 


to the stock. This practice is quite com- 
mon in parts of the corn belt. 
Superstition has credited salt with a good 
many virtues it does not possess. For in 
stance, it is a practice among some of the 
Russian peasants to blow salt up the nos- 
trils of ailing horges as a sort of cure-all, 
of unexplained properties. Physicians and 
veterinarians agree, however, that salt wa- 
ter is an excellent counter-irritant and 
cleanser. In fact, it is generally recognized 
common salt or sodium chloride actually 
does possess strong medicinal! properties. 
Considering the vital place held by salt in 
the scheme of the universe, it is little won- 
der that the phrase, “the salt of the earth” 
has come to mean “God’s chosen people.” 


HOLSTEIN MEETING 
‘WELL ATTENDED. 


There was a large attendance at the 
thirty-third annual convention of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, held 
at Milwaukee, June 5, nearly five hundred 
Holstein men being on hand when Presi- 
dent D. D. Aitken of Flint, Mich., tapped 
his gavel. 

Among the amendments adopted by the 
convention was one of interest to all own- 
ers of high-producing cows, worded as fol- 
lows: “Any registered Holstein-Friesian cow 
may be entered in semi-official long-time 
test, whose average daily fat production 
during her first monthly official test period 
may exceed by 10 per cent. the daily aver- 
age requirement for like age in the seven- 
day test; and provided she meet the long- 
time requirements and the test be approved 
by the superintendent, the cow may be ad- 


O. and the record entered in the Advanced 
Register.” It was also voted to authorize 
the entry of cows in the Advanced Regis- 
ter on semi-official records with due credit 
to the sire for each daughter so entered.

Nearly everyone 
is familiar with the automobile “hand- 
book,” which, among other incomprehensl- | 
ble suggestions, informs the mystified pur-) 
ehager what to do in case of “pre-ignition” 
and explains in detail the timing of the 
motor. The tractor manufacturers at first 
sent out “instruction books” built on the 
same lines and almost as vague, with the 
result that the farmer-purchaser, after pain- 
fully digesting several pages of the book, in 
an effort to wnearth some suggestions con- 
cerning his firet motor trouble, threw it 
aside and either tackled the job himself or 
called in a gas-engine expert. The result, 
was that much really valuable information, 
together with the ofling chart and possibly 
a list of repair parts, was lost.

DUSTRY AND PROSPERITY AS 
REFLECTED IN RUNNING WATER. 


ONFRONTED w'th the necessity of 
€: choosing between electric lights and 

running water with modern plumbing 
for her house, the average farm wife would 
probably almost immediately @ote for the 
water system. Nothing, she finds, can add 
so much to the pleasure of country life) oo err ~ 
and take away so much of the drudgery|? © = 
as running water. And the farmer him- 
self, when he considered the fire protection 
and convenience in watering stock and 
cleaning the barns, as well as the improve- 
ment in the household, would probably 
agree with his wife's decision. 

California ig unquestionably less suscepti- 
ble to eriticism for improper rural sanita- 
tion than any other State. “ The fact that 
nearly all the farmers depend upon either 
pumps or pressure systems for their irri- 
gating and domestic water has tended great- 
ly to increase the installation of olumbing 
and pipe lines, followed by sewage disposal 
apparatus. When water must be raised 
from the ground, anyway, it is a simple 
matter to force it a little higher into a 
tank which supplies gravity pressure. For 
shallow wells, however, there are air-pres- 
sure systems, which have met with great 
favor because of the fact that they deliver 
to the faucets the fresh water direct from 
the well. 


FIRE EQUIPMENT IMPORTANT. 


One local ranch owner, who recently in- 
stalled a water system and had his house 
completely equipped with plumbing fixtures, 
points out for the benefit of others one of 
bis mistakes. “Had I given more consid- 
eration to the importance of fire protec- 
tion,” he said, “I might easily have been 
persuaded to spend a little more money 
and make sure of higher pressure. As it 
is, although my system supplies the house 
and barn very nicely, I have not enough 
pressure to throw a large stream over the 
buildings. For a little more money | might 
have placed my tank higher and increased

its capacity, thug securing adequate pro- 
tection and reducing my insurance prémuiin.

Concrete ig taking a place of ever-in- 
creasing importance in the construction of 
water systems as well as in the making 
of septic tanks and other sewage disposal 
systems. One of the most satisfactory 
gravity systems, although rather high ‘n 
first cost, Includes a concrete underground 
storage tank, which keeps the water cold, 
and which, if placed at some high location, 
will insure sufficient pressure. Such a sys 
tem is, of course, out of the question except 
on rolling or nilly farms, but has an adJded 
value in its permanency. 


HOT WATER ASSURED. 
A bathroom may be equinned at a com- 


paratively small expense and many country 


homes have a more constant hot water 
supply for domestic use than the average 
city house, because of the fact that the 
water tank may be connected with the 
coal or wood-burning kitchen range, in 
which a fire is kept almost constantly on 
most ranches. That California institution, 
the solar heater, is also found on many 
farms. This equipment, installed on the 
roof of the. house, insures a constant sup- 
ply of hot water in sunshiny weather. 

Another advantage cited for running wa- 
ter is the ‘better accommodations which 
may be provided for the ranch*felp. Men 
who have access to baths and the conven- 
lences of modern plumbing equipment are 
apt to be better satisfied and more self- 
respecting than those who are not so fa- 
vored.
